eries of 1’risoners of about 91000.

fare.

as a direct com pensa­ 
tion 
for his labors. 
Borne tim e ago a son 
died 
Laving 
lam 
a small fortune, and 
a 
philanthropic lady who also departed this life be 
qtieatued the agent a handsome aum of monev. 
ills salary, It is believed, was generally swallowed 
up In some of his numerous m ethods of bringing 
himself into public notice to make bim appear as 
a sort of supernatural being. 
He lived off the 
Income d e iivet! from his bequests. 
It was often 
said th a t the man could not write his ow n name, 
hut this is con trait toted by the clerks of the vari­ 
ous police m agistrates and judges of the courts 
with whom he was continually brought in con­ 
tact. 
Ho learned after persistent practice tho 
strokes and form of writing his name. 
Ile could 
road writing passably well, but it was in a halting 
style, like th a t of 
A S c h o la r la a S e c o n d a r y School. 
Before coming up town to intercede for a prisoner 
or ascertain th e facts or a case Mr. Mullen would 
arrange ail tbe com m itm ents and papers bearing 
upon particular cases lu certain pockets, and 
would num ber them. 
When be arrived at the 
alderm an's office or the court he would dive into 
tho pocket supposed to contain tbe record of the 
case ho desired to inquire into, btu ii he hap­ 
pened to strike the wrong pocket first the man 
would he thrown into the utm ost contusion, and 
and would try to fumble in all his pockets ut 
oncty so as to get the right one. I ho result of this 
was that the clerks enjoyed Ins discomfiture, and 
they would finally be compelled to conic to hts 
rescue and straighten him out. 
One of the most 
Interesting events in tho life of Mr. Mullen wa* 
bls proffer of a memorial window to the Church 
of the Evangelists. 
He told the wardens that if 
they would allow him to place a window lu tho 
edifice he would make the church a handsome 
present of money. 
Being in straitened circum­ 
stances, the wardens jum ped at the proposal, hut 
some of the cool beads requested th a t the design 
he laid before them first Tor approval. 
Imagine 
their surprise when a drawing was presented of 
an allegorical picture, in which there was a su p ­ 
posed representation of heaven, with a w inding 
lath way leading up to it.

N e w Y o r k , Angust 8.—A cabio despatch from 
Dublin to the Herald says: 
The Insubordination of tho Irish constabulary 
in Limerick seems a more serious movement than 
was at first supposed, tor it Is evidently not local, 
but sympathized witlt by the whole force through­ 
out Ireland. 
If not soon checked by acceding to 
the demand for increased pay it rosy easily result 
in increasing the insubordinate feeling among 
the people. Inspector-General Bruce visited Lim­ 
erick and addressed the constabulary somewhat 
arrogantly, denouncing their conduct as unpre­ 
cedented in military history and notutngishort of 
a disloyal combination. They were wrong in send­ 
ing an anonym Otis circular inciting the whole 
force to follow their example. He w anted to know 
why they had not sent their memorial to tile gov­ 
ernm ent in a soldmr-like manner, and advised 
them to 
withdraw 
their circular, 
abandon 
tbe 
agitation aud 
leave 
themselves 
in the 
hands 
of 
the 
government. Tile 
men 
d e­ 
clined to 
adopt this novice, neclariiig 
th a t 
they would pursue their own plan to th* end, 
having no faith in the government’s promises. 
Still they were ready to sacrifice their lives for 
tho Queen if necessary. 
But if their grievances 
were 
not 
redressed' 
they 
wero 
ready 
to 
lay 
down 
their 
arms 
and 
resign 
from 
the force. 
This was said to Colonel Bruce’s 
face. A irer he retired it appeared th a t imme­ 
diate reflection has not tended in the least degree 
to pucify the men. On the contrary, there is ex­ 
pressed great Indignation at the charge of disloy­ 
alty which Colonel Bruce has not hesitated to 
launch at them. 
They said it was an insult of 
tho grossest kind, which they 
hoped would

repeated;

this mood they remained, 
exasperating each 
other without, while Colonel Bruce had with­ 
drawn into th e county inspector’s office, and was 
waiting to sue whether his address m ight not 
firing them into a more obedient frame of mind. 
Meantime their intim ations of indignation aud

D em and s fo r an A p o lo g y 
were conveyed ta him, and after a while It seemed 
to him desirable to make some attem pt to allay 
tile storm. 
After the lapse of an hour tile men 
again paraded, ana the inspector-general coming 
forward explained 
til at bu did not mean to 
insult them when he used the word "disloyal.” 
But he again pointed out how objectionable tho 
organization was, and

ing to tho inspector’s office he was presented 
with about a hundred telegrams from various 
stations throughout tho country, inform ing him 
th a t tile action of the men in Limerick had 
their warm est sympathy and support.

He said 
he had notified Cvrus W. Field, Jr., th at Mr. 
Andrews m ust 
be 
removed 
tomorrow, ami 
told 
Mr. Levy th a t he must take his wife 
away. They had refused to take the patients 
from the bouse, and he could not afford to keep it 
open with only the two families there. 
Mr. Field 
said th at Dr. N. H. Henry, the physician attached 
to the hotel, and Drs. Mover, Field and E. G. 
Janeway, all of New York, had decided, after a 
long consultation, that 
Mrs. Levy 
aud 
Mr. 
Andrews were in too critical a condition to he 
moved at present, and th at as soon as they 
would be able to stand removal they should be 
taken away. “ Mr. Cor rev wanted $2500 each 
from Mr. Levy,” said Mr. Eleld, “ for keeping the 
sick persons hore for tbe uexc ten days.

It bas been my (rood fortune of U te to spend 
two or three days with Mr. D. 
A . 
Jones of 
Beeton, O ntario, Can., who is perhaps one of 
the m ost successfu l apiarists in A m erica, and 
who w ithout doubt possesses a 
broader ex ­ 
perience than any ether bee-keeper in the 
world. 
Ile it is who went to Syria and Cyprus 
to procure and to introduce into A m erica the 
bees of those far-off countries. 
H e now has a 
l a w apiary in Cyprus and another in Syria, 
both in charge o f Mr. Frank B enton, a grad­ 
uate of the M ichigan A gricultural Collage, 
■whom Mr. Jones secured to assist him in this 
great enterprise. 
Last winter. Mr. Jot.es, at 
a very great expense, sent Mr. 
B enton to 
C eylon and the Indies, in hopes to get and 
introduce 
into 
A m erica 
the fam ous A pis 
dorsaca. 
Mr. 
Benton got the bees. but owing 
to severe hardships, he was prostrated with a 
serious illn ess, and so was not able to care for 
them , aud as a consequence they died in tran­ 
sit. 
O ne colony, how ever, did not die till it 
had reached P alestin e, avow ing, as Mr. Ben­ 
ton sat 8, a rem arkable endurance on the part 
of the bees. 
From the know ledge gained by 
th is exp en sive experience, the procuring of 
th is bee w ill now he not only possible but com ­ 
p aratively ea ss. 
I am most happy to report 
th at Mr. Jones has the persistence to push the 
Blatter to a successful issue. 
T his winter ho 
•ends Mr. Benton w ith an a ssista n t and so 
w e tnay be sure to see A pis dor* tit a at no dis­ 
tal t dav. 
I d conversation w ith Mr. J o u ei 
during bis two days’ v isit at my house. T gath­ 
ered so many rich and valuable hin ts from his 
w id e experience with several apiaries and hu n­ 
dreds of colonies of bees—hints that were. with 
•lig h t exception, ex a ctly in accord with my 
own observation—that J. am glad to give them . 
FEEDING. 
M r. Jon es is very em phatic in his advice to 
feed whenever the bees are not g o r in g nectar 
from the flowers—just a little each dav to stim u­ 
late them so thnt breeding may go vigorously 
forwordi 
I and m y students proved the impor­ 
tance of this by repeated and rao*t careful ex­ 
perim ents several years ago. 
I have alw ays 
stoutly recom m ended It, aud em phasize its 
im portance Id n it “M anual of the A piary.” 
Mr. J o n es, however, has Drought out tw o new 
points in connection with feeding: F irst, If 
the queen stop layin g once, it is fur more diffi­ 
cu lt to induce her to com m ence again than to 
keep 
her 
at 
work 
by judicious feeding 
before she ceases to lay. 
Som etim es, 
if 
•Le is forced to idleness from 
tho 
entire 
cessation of storing on the part of the bees, 
during the latter part of sum m er and in au­ 
tum n, It is im possible to get her to resum e at 
all, even it we do feed. 
T his add* new force 
to the advice, “ A lw ays feed, esp ecially in late 
sum m er and in autum n, when the bees are not 
gathering.” 
The second point is that this per­ 
sistent idleness on the part of the queen, 
if 
once com m enced lute tn the season, 
is m uch 
more m arked in old queens than 
in 
young 
ones. 
T his furnishes another reason for the 
advice w hich I have repeatedly given , 
“ K eep 
only young, vigorous queens.” 
To be sure, 
som e queens show a 
rem arkable prolificness 
the second and ev en the third year, and such 
queens should not only be kept, but 
I 
w ould 
breed from them ; but as a rule we gain by 
k eeping only the young queens in our apiaries. 
WHEN TO EXTRACT. 
I proved long ago that the w aitin g for the 
bees to cap the honey before we extract is not 
only too expensive, as it in volves m uch uses 
less labor in capping, but is entirely un neces­ 
sary. 
Mr. Jones, who has as w ide an experi­ 
en ce as any one in the country, fu lly agree- 
w ith mo in this opinion. 
M essrs. M uth, cer­ 
ta in ly , and I think M essrs. H ill and D oolittle, 
are of th e sam e opinion. The extracted honey, 
c f course, must not lie put into a d. tnp or a 
cold room, as then very lik ely it w ill ferm ent; 
nor m ust it be kept in a tig h t vessel, for in 
Buck cases it has no chance to “ ripen,” and 
in the 
latter case it will ferm ent, and the 
v e s s e l w ill, very likely, be burst. 
B ut if we 
p u t the honer 
in a 
warm, 
dry room, 
in 
an open-m outhed caD or barrel, w hich, to pro­ 
tect the honey from du*t, should be covered 
w ith a piece»of factory, we may save the im ­ 
m ense labor of uncapping, get far more honey, 
as the bees w ill do more, and m ay be sure of 
hon er 
of the first excellence. 
True, 
Mr. 
B in gh am and others whose ju dgm ent is ju stly 
respected, 
urge that 
unless 
the houev 
is 
•‘ripened” in the hive, it has lost so ne of its 
flavor and so is inferior. 
I have honer now in 
our college apiary that is several rears old, 
and th ough very thin when it was extracted, 
it is now thick and heavy, and all who have 
tasted of it pronounce it of the I est quality. 
I t m ay generally be best to w ait till just as 
the bees com m ence to cap the honey, as then 
v e ry little pains ate required to keep boney in 
good condition, w h ile all of the labor of un­ 
capping is saved. 
B ut to secure 
the m ost 
honey, and so the best results, we m ust extract 
every second or third day, as then the bees 
w ill gather far more. 
But then we m ust he 
sure th at the honey is kept for som e weeks in 
an open vessel in aroon) where the tem perature 
is constantly up lo near IOO0 F ab . 
This 
course is safe, econom ical and very profitable. 
B u t if it is adopted we m ust never put the 
honcv in tigh t verfels till it is thick, and never 
put it in a dam*-, c< ol room, w hich is a totally 
unfit place (cr any honey at any tim e. 
E \e n 
com b honey, all capped over, w ill sour in a 
cool, dam p cellar. 
PERFORATED ZINC. 
Mr. J on es has found great advan tage in the 
use o f perforated zinc in his apiary. 
T his 
zin c is pierced with rectangular holes w hich 
are 3 -1 6 x 9 -1 6 of an inch in size. 
These will 
perm it a worker bee to p*ss, but not a queen 
cr a drone. 
By using this at the entrance, 
the queen can be kept in, and so the apiarist 
may leave the apiary with no danger of loss 
from tho bees sw arm ing out, and further, he 
can keep ail drones in, or, if he w i-hos, weed 
th em out and k ill them off, and by doiug this 
to all his undesirable colonies, and those of his 
near neighbors, he can select his drones as 
w ell as his queens, unless there are drone* in 
th e forests near ny. 
T hese strips are so made 
th at th e han king up of the drones does not 
keep the workers out. 
Bv pu ttin g them at a 
h iv e a little after noon all the drones that are 
out w ill lie kept out at night, and 
m ay bo 
k illed . 
T his is the best way, as drones eat a 
good deal aud are exp en sive bangers on of any 
apiary. 
By keeping the strirs before such 
h iv e s ss we do not wish to breed from, wo may 
keep the drones in and so select our droues a’s 
to m ales as welt 
as fem ales.— [R ural N ew 
V orker. 


T H E P O E E T K T T A R D . 


Good Breed* for G eneral Vie, 
F ow ls that coni bine the properties of bothflesh 
and egg production are difficult to find, 
and 
yet are frequently inquired for. 
It is nearly 
u seless to try to u n ite the two qualities of flesh 
and eggs in one bird—it cannot he done in per­ 
fection. 
Fow ls that attain the largest growth 
are slow in m aturing, and before m aturity is 
reached it is unreasonable to exp ect any eggs. 
I he large fow ls require the w hole season for 
developm ent, and when cold w eather sets in 
it is difficult to force them up to egg 
produc­ 
tion . 
Feed accom plishes wonders, but nature 
w ill take its course. 
For this 
end, however, 
the H oudan fow l m ay answer a good purpose 
w here the breed is nnder-tood. 
They 
w ill 
Blake much flesh, and that w hich is prized bv 
epicures, and are what m ight he termed good 
lavers, unless wbeu compared with the layin g 
of the brown L eghon s. 
T he H oudans are 
non-sitters. 
T he D orking is 
AN EXCELLENT FOWL, 
and unites 
size and quality of flesh w ith a 
pretty good yield of egg- tor the season. 
They 
are sitters. 
W here size is not required there is 
no bird that equals the browm Leghorn for any 
purpose. 
A t all seasons of th** year they give 
a bou ntiful supplv of rich, m edium -sized eggs, 
and the flesh, being sweet and fine-grained, is 
greatlv prized for early broilers. 
Size is de­ 
m anded by the m ajority o f poultry seekers, 
and it is only to lie attained at the ext ease of 
qu ality aDd egg production. 
T he A sia tic fow l 
bas for m any years lieen the m eat producer 
for th e m ultitude. 
Epicures cl oose the gam e 
and other choice!v-bred birds, butmoRt poultry 
consum ers take the feather-legged bird. 
F or 
a roast there is no fow l equal to the Dorking. 
It growg to a com l act shape, of good quality of 
flesh w ith sm all offal, sod is sw eet and juicy. 
T he A siatic fow l is oily and strong, moi a lik e 
aquatic fow ls. 
N ext to the D orking may he 
reckoned the Crevecom r fow l. 
In size it is a 
little below the D orking, but th e quality of 
the flesh is choice aud fine. 
T hey are of fair 
size, hens w eighing trom four to five pounds, 
and cocks from six to eigh t pounds. 
T h e y 


have black plum age throughout, and are very 
handsom e, ornam ental fow ls when nicely bred. 
They are good lavers of large, fine, w hite eggs, 
and do not sit. 
T hey are rather tender. 
ONE GREAT DRAW RACK TO GOOD SUCCESS 
with poultry results trom not understanding 
the breed kept. 
The H oudans ure w hat is 
termed hardy fow ls, but require carefu l treat­ 
m ent. 
They should not bo herded w ith other 
fow ls. 
Their im m ense crests oh*tract the 
vision, except one way, aud this rente"* them 
h elpless against the attni ks of otl er few ls, 
w hich they m ight in fair and opi n com bat 
easily repel. 
Tbev cannot w ithstand w et or 
dam pness, but are net as sen sitive to cold, pro­ 
vid in g it he dry. a* som e other varieties. 
The 
D orkings are very lender, and so are the Creve- 
cceurs 
The D orkings 
m ust have a warm 
place in winter. 
They are even more sen sitive 
thai) the I»rge-com lied varieties, bm w ill com ­ 
pete with them in egg production if w ell fed 
du ring the winter. 
There is no fow l more 
hardy, after fu llv grown, than the L eghorns. 
They w ill w ithstand great cold w ith out injury, 
but no breed w ill endure gross neglect. 
L eg­ 
horn ch ick s are delicate when young, h u t soon 
get out o f the way. 
T hey are rapid growers 
and m ature early.—[Country G entlem an. 


T H E H O R S E . 


U n l m r fo r Horses. 
Dr. C. E . P age gives the M edical and Surgi­ 
cal Jou rn al som e suggestions on 
k eeping 
horses in h ea lth whioh are not only in agree­ 
m ent w ith the hest teaching, but sustain ed by 
his own and others’ experience: 
“ T h e custom 
of w orking or exercising horses directly after 
eatin g; of feeding atter bard work, and before 
they are thoroughly rested; baiting at hood, 
when both these violations of a natural law 
are 
com m itted; these are the predisposing 
causes of pinkeye, and of m ost diseases th at 
affect our horses. 
K eep the horse quiet, dry, 
warm and in a pure atm osphere, th e Dearer 
out-door air the better, 
and stop his feed 
entirely at th e first sym ptom of disease, and 
he w ill speed ily recover. 
It has been dem on­ 
strated in tens of thousands of cases in fam ily 
life that tw o m eals are not onlv am ple for the 
hardest and m ost exhau stin g labors, physical 
or 
m ental, hut altogether best. 
T he sam e 
th ing 
has 
been 
fu lly 
proved 
in 
hun­ 
dreds 
of 
instances 
with 
horses, 
and 
has 
never 
in 
a 
sin gle 
instan ce 
failed 
af­ 
ter a fair trial, to work the best results. 
A n 
hour’s rest at noon is vastly more restoring to 
a tired anim al, w hether horse or m an, than a 
meal of any sort. although the latter may 
prove more stim u latin g. 
“The m orning m eal 
given, if possible, early enough for partial 
stom ach digestion before the 
m uscular and 
nervous sy stem s are called into active play; 
the nigh t m eal offered long enough after work 
to ensure a rested condition of the body; a 
diet liberal enough, but never ex cessiv e; this 
is the law arid gospel of h ygien ic diet foreither 
man or beast. 
I have never tried to fatten 
ray horses, for I long ago learned that fat is 
disease; 
but I have alw uvs found that if a 
horse does solid work enough he w ill be fairly 
plum p if he has tw o sufficient m eals. 
M uscle 
is the product of work and food: fat may be 
laid on by toed alone. 
But for perfect health 
and im m unity from disease restriction of exer­ 
cise m ust be m et by restriction in diet. H orses 
require more food in cold than in 
warm 
weather, if perform ing the sam e labor. In case 
of a warm spell in winter I reduce th eir feed, 
more or le*s, accoroing to circum stances, as 
surely as I do the am ount of fuel consum ed. I 
also adopt the sam e principle in my ow n diet. 
The result is that neither my anim als nor m y­ 
self are ever for one m om ent sick .” 
C arrot* a* Food for Horses. 
A correspondent of lon g experience calla our 
attention to the follow in g extract from the 
London L ive Stock Journal, adding th at ho 
has h im self fed carrots to cart and other horses 
for thirtv years w ith good results, as hundreds 
of others have als* done throughout the Eastern 
States, and that he has never heard of any 
injury from their use. W e do not entirely agree 
with those who m ain tain that the carrot is tho 
m ost w holesom e and nou rish in g food which 
can 
lie given 
to 
horses. 
The carrot, says 
L ’A vicultu re, is ex cellen t when etui loved as 
a tonic for old horses, in order to purify and 
strengthen the blood; but its use is dangerous 
for young horses, and esp ecially for stallions. 
It gives them too m uch blood—m akes them 
nervous, irritable, spitefu l or vicious when at 
work, and predisposes them to anpoplectie fits 
if they do not take enough exercise. 
G eldings 
aud mares m ight not be particularly liable to 
inconvenien ces of this nature; nevertheless, in 
all cases carrots should 
be given 
w ith the 
greatest m oderation to horses o f less than ten 
y ea is of age. 
F or horses past 
this age they 
m ay be harm less; and with oats 
m ay consti­ 
tute a valu ab le article of food. 
H orses eat 
them w ith avid itv, esp ecially when they are 
m ixed w ith coarse bran. T his diet gives horses 
new blood, w hich seem s to restore their youth. 
U nfortunate! v, the carrot is not to be bad all 
the year round. 
W e need not regret th is,how ­ 
ever. 
A n article of food the effect of which is 
so pow erful is ouly valuable when em ployed 
for a tim e. 
Its prolonged use is of no good; 
for the bodv can get accustom ed to everything, 
even to the m ost violen t m edicines. 
The car­ 
rot m igh t he v ety appropriately culled the re­ 
generator of old 
worn-out horses. 
A horse 
which has been im properly treated is fatigued, 
th in and exhausted, 
im proves 
visib ly 
when 
fed upon this generous diet. 
B u t if those who 
have the care of the anim al are not careful to 
let it, take regular exercise, or to take a little 
blood from it, or, 
better still, 
adm inister a 
strong purgative, 
they 
w ill find 
that, ju st 
when the em bonpoint aud vigor appear to be 
noticeable, the horse is seized w ith apoplexy, 
and perishes, when it appeared 
to be m ade 
com pletely over again ,and fit for w ork.— [Coun­ 
try G entlem en.

G E E T E R E O F B E A K S . 


H o w to G ro w F ay in g Crop*. 


T he question bow to grow paying crops of 
beaus is periodically brought up by the occa­ 
sional high price w hich this grain som etim es 
brings. 
For th e past year beans have been 
un usu ally dear, caused in part by th e dem and 
to take the place of potatoes, and 
in 
part by 
the fact that beans th em selves were a short 
crop last season on accou nt of the drought. A t 
$1 GO or $ 2 i er bushel they 
pay as well as 
m ost graiD crops, hut the m ethod o f cu ltivation 
practised by good farm ers now varies largely 
from that pursued thirty or forty years ago. In 
those days beaus were considered a crop suit­ 
able for the poorest land and on vfhicb nothing 
else could be grown. 
T hey were never fertil­ 
ized, as it was supposed that m anure w ould 
m ake v in es at the exp en se of the beans. 
I f 
eigh t or ten bushels 
per acre 
were grown 
am ong a m a ss of w eeds and th istles, the farmer 
thought h im self fairly 
w ell repaid for bis 
trouble. 
N ow tw en ty to tw enty-five bushels 
per acre are usually looked for, 
aud thirty 
bushels or more have been attained. 
DURING THE CLOBING YEARS OF THE WAR, 
and a year or two thereafter, beans ruled high, 
and it was not uncom m on ior m en with sm all 
capital to purchase farm s, put them all in 
beans, and pay for the farm by the sin gle crop, 
follow ing with spring grain, then w ith wheat 
and reseeding w ith clover. 
W here a clover 
sod can be bad to begin with, it is usually easy 
to m ake three crops pay for their culture a n i 
the price of land at $ 1 0 0 per acre. 
T he rota­ 
tion is still the popular one in beau-grow ing 
sections, but it m ust be added th at it is very 
exh au stive of fertility, and requires good afier- 
farm iug to bring the land into condition for 
cropping. 
For som e reason, w heat sow n after 
beaus rarely does w ell, and the com m on prac­ 
tice is to intervene a barley crop, and sow with 
w heat a year later. 
I t is supposed by som e 
that beaus leave the soil too lig h t for the wheat 
plant to get a firm hold; but it is quite as 
probable th at the beans have exhausted the 
fer;iliziu g elem ents w hich th e w heat plant 
needs, 
esp ecially nitrogen and 
phosphates. 
Birn-e the com m ercial fertilizers are largely 
u>ed good wheat crops have often been grown 
after a crop c f beaus. 
A n alysis show s that 
beans take from the soil quite as m uch phos­ 
phate as a crop of w heat, and rather more than 
does corn at fifty bushels per acre. 
THIS BEING THE CONCLUSION OF SCIENCE 
it may be inferred th at high m anuring is qufee 
as u tees I-ar v fur m eans as for any other crop, 
and this is found in practice to be the fact. 
This present year I ani m anuring a sm all bean 
patch for experim ent 
w ith a strongly am ­ 
m oniated phosphate at the rate of 2 5 0 pounds 
per acre. 
The fertilizer was drilled in ju st 
before plan ting the beaus. 
It is possible that 
coarse, strong m anures, contain ing more car­ 
bonaceous rn atte i than anything else, 
may 
prove injurious to beans by prom oting viu e- 
grow tb rather than settin g of the grain. 
L ike 
produces lik e, and if we feed laud w i'h straw 
we m ust expect m ainly straw in return. 
B ut 
w ith m in eral, and esp ecially with nitrogenous 
m anures, I think there can he no m istak e in 
m aking liberal application to the beau crop. A 
com m on m istak e w ith beginners in bean grow­ 


ing is to plan t too early. 
B eans are a hot 
weather plant, and it is worse than useless to 
plant u n til the ground is w ell warm ed. 
There 
are several worm s aud in sect enem ies th at prey 
<ju young beans, and these are m ain ly avoided 
by planting late, so that the crop can quickly 
outgrow the danger. 
But, though early plant­ 
ing is to be avoided, 
EARLY PLOUGHING IS OF DECIDED ADVANTAGE. 
If there is a sod it is w ell to have it begin to 
decompose, not on ly for the fertility it con­ 
tains, but to g iv e bottom beat to the young 
plants. 
E arly ploughing and frequent cu lti­ 
vation w ill start the surface w eeds, and with 
beans, more than any other crop, the best lim o 
to destroy weed* is before the crop is planted. 
The labor is D en done with horse power, and 
little band hoeing will 
be necessary. 
It is 
slow work to p lan t beans b / hand, as the short 
distance between the h ills requires m uch la­ 
bor. 
The row s should be tw o feet four or two 
feet six inches apart, and the beans dropped 
three to five in th e rows at intervals of ten to 
fifteen inches, according to v a r i e t y , 
The beans 
are thus in h ills with sufficient space to draw 
the boe between them . 
But if the rows are 
made straight and the ground has been 
w ell 
clea ve! before planting, hoeing w ill rarely be 
needed 
Od no account should beans be cu lti­ 
vated or hoed when tho vin es are wet, aud it is 
best to stop cultivation after the pods 
have 
form ed, as 'he least touch of m oist earth w ill 
rust the leaves or pods and 
injure the crop. 
H arvestin g beans bas until recently been slow, 
back-aching and exp en sive work. 
N ow bean 
harvesters are m ade in Brockport, N . Y ., cap­ 
able of 
HARVESTING BEANS AS RAPIDLY AS A HORSE 


CAN WrALK. 
The harvester cu ts tho bean-stalks off ju st 
b elow the surface of the ground, and throws 
two rows together for convenience in handling. 
I f the w eather is good beans jnav be gathered 
in three to five dav« nfier pu lling, according to 
ripeness. 
T he bean, in all stage* of its growth, 
and even after gathering into the barn, is very 
su sceptible to injury from too much m oisture. 
It is very rare th at a crop is housed so free 
from injured specim ens that 
hand-picking 
w ill not be required. 
The m arrow,or kidney, 
bean, the m edium and pea bean are the staple 
m arket varieties in the w hite bear m arket. 
T he m edium and pea beans are considered 
safest for very late planting, as they ripen 
som ew hat earlier than the 
marrow. 
Som e 
years good m edium beans are grown when 
planted as late as the 1 0 th or 12th of Ju ly. 
T his fact enables farm ers to grow beans in 
vacant spots, where other crops have failed 
earlier in the season, and on very rich land as 
a stolen crop betw een h ills of condor potatoes. 
But thus grown their ripening is very uncer­ 
tain, and tile labor of harvesting is greatly in­ 
creased.—[Country G entlem an. 


T I L E H R A IN A GE. 


T h e A d v a n t a g e o f T h l* Syatem B u r l a p th e 


W e t S e a m a . 
A system of thorough tile drainage is being 
very generally adopted by m any of the pro­ 
gressive and enterprising farm ers of som e of 
th e older-settled W estern States. 
Its advan­ 
tages in a wet season lik e th e present are most 
apparent, 
The farm er can, by a judicious 
system of drainage and thorough tillage on his 
rich bottom lands, easily protect his business 
from either extrem e, wet or drought, and he 
can m ake his soil warmer, h is crop-growing 
season longer; he can arrange to work hts 
ground qu ick er after rains, and get ahead of 
th e w eeds, instead of weeds gettin g ahead of 
him , thereby keeping his grow ing crop clean 
easier and w ith less labor, w hich m caus cheaper 
— that is, bigger profits. 
The advan tages of 
tile drainage are thus sum m ed 
up in an ex­ 
ch an ge by an Illin o is farmer: 
1. 
It prevents any possible dam age from flood­ 
in g or excessive rains. 
2. 
It enables one to work land sooner after 
rains—alm ost im m ediately, where there Is a net- 
worK of tile. 
3. 
It Is equally as good a protection from the 
other ex trem e — e x c essiv e drought—in several 
ways. 
4. 
It length en s th e season for labor and v eg e­ 
tation by rendering the soil earlier In spring, aud 
keeping'off the effects of cold weather longer in 
the fall. 
5. 
It deepens the surface soil and lessens its 
cooling by evaporation. 
(J. 
It prevents surface w ash in g by d raw in g the 
water down through the soil as fast as It falls 
(eventually), thereby also securing the benefit of 
whatever fertilizing materia) it contains. 
7. 
It enables the aoli also to receive a larger 
supply of tile fertilizing gases of the atm osph eie 
(carbonic acid and amnionia), because more opeD 
and porous Tor passage of air. 
8. It promotes fine tilth by rendering the soil 
morn friable, and becom es m ellow aa a garden 
bed for crops. 
9. It dim inishes evaporation, thus raising the 
temperature of the soil, and warms th e lower por­ 
tions of the subsoil. 
10. It prevents the h e a v in g o u t o f grain, lessen­ 
in g the chance of winter killing. 
11. It prevents the land from b ecom ing sour, 
and replaces stagnant water w ith life-giving air 
and Warmth to ti o plants. 
12. It facilitates the chem ical action by w hich 
the constituents of tho soil are prepared for plant 
food, and by w hich its m echanical textu re is also 
improved. 
13. It lessens the formation of a hurtful crust 
on the surface after rains In hot weather. 
14. It facilitates the h auling o f loads over the 
field, and r. talers land less liable to Injury from 
the treading of cattle. 
15. It facilitates the 
destruction o f 
weeds, 
because the soil, becom ing m ore friable, does not 
clin g i ' a mass to their roots when torn up in 
cultivation, and the soil Is worked easier as well 
as far more thoroughly with less effort. 
16. It preserves a more equal degree of m oist­ 
ure in the soil under all circum stances, since it 
not only renders its saturation with w ater impos­ 
sible. but keeps it in such a condition of pulveri­ 
zation that in tim es of drought it absorbs m oist­ 
ure by capillary attraction from the air thus 
enabled to pass through it (I rom the tile upwards), 
and never becomes parched and baked, as in the 
case of undraiued lands. 
17. It removes all malaria. 
18. Lastly, it r e d u c e s 'arm in g from a business 
of uncertain meagre profit to one of absolutely 
certain aud lucrative* profit. 
Finally, when we re tied th a t land thoroughly 
tiled will every year produce a heavier 
and 
cheaper cultivated crop than will untiled land 
under the m ost I avorable season that may happen, 
why delay lo adopt it? 
Experience has show n 
tba't 25 to IOO per cent, profit is realized in ju di­ 
cious expenditure for tiling, and that the Increased 
profit lor the season will repay tue entire cost of 
thoroughly tiling a ti act of land, thereafter a per­ 
m anent Investm ent (to th at amount). 
W hat in­ 
vestm ent is more lucrative than that for the 
farmer?—[Country Gentlem an. 


W H A T F A R M E R S S U O E L D K N O W . 


Tim ely Hint* and V aluable Suggestion*. 
A n e w variety of red raspberry, originating 
in N ew Jersey, bas been under culture several 
years, and bas proved itse lf to be earlier than 
any other know n, 
w hether black, 
yellow , 
purple or any other color; also, that it is hardy, 
of fine shape, good, bright red color, and so 
firm and w ell adapted to sh ip p in g that it has 
been sen t 4 0 0 m iles to m arket in good condi­ 
tion. 
T his variety is an accidental seedling 
discovered a few years since on the fruit farm 
of the H an sen Brothers, of B u rlin gton county, 
and by them propagated and tested. 
Mr. J. 
T. L ovett has the credit of bringing the fruit 
to p u b lic notice, and by his in v ita tio n a large 
Dumber of fruit-grow ers from different parts 
of the country assem bled on the H a u sell furm 
J u n e 2 7 , saw the hushes laden w ith r ile fruit, 
and testified un anim ou sly to the variety as 
now stated. 
It is to be kn ow n as tho H an sen 
raspberry. 
W heat loves a m ellow bed, but loathes a soft 
one. 
T herefore if plou ghing is to he done after 
harvest it should be done as quickly 
as pos­ 
sible, and to a m edium depth. 
In several in­ 
stances that have com e under my observation 
where w heat stubble bas been ploughed com ­ 
p aratively shallow as so o u ’ik* the crop could be 
rem oved, and has been repeatedly harrowed 
previous to (he tim e o f sow ing, the soil has re­ 
tained m oisture sufficient to give the young 
w heat plants a vigorous grow th, w hile on ad­ 
join ing farm s, where tile ploughing 
was de­ 
ferred un til (lie usual tim e, the soil had be­ 
com e so dry that the seed w heat could hardly 
vegetate iu it, and fa ilin g to m ake a good fa il 
grow th, m uch of it w inter-killed. 
T his is au 
im portant m atter in the southw est, and ought 
not to be overlooked. 
I t is hest to be on the 
safe side. 
Tho land ploughed early seem s to 
becom e enriched bv the m atter turned under 
and from the action of the sun, rain and dew 
upon the soil w h ile it is ly in e fallow . 
There 
is com paratively n othing to lose 
by early 
p lou gh in g, and the gain thereby is a very de­ 
cided one, at lea st in nine cases out of every 
ten. 
Mr. H arris pits nearly all his m angels and 
beets in the field where grow n, ju st as we do 
potatoes, ex cep t th at it is not necessary to put 
ou quite so m uch straw aud dirt. 
H e selects, 
if pos-ihle, a dry, sandy knoll, ploughs out a 
pit three or four feet wide and as lung as de­ 
sired. 
H e tw ists or cuts off the leaves 
froin 
the m an gels, not too close, and puts the roots 
in the pit, packing them up or “cording” them 
so as to m ake th e roof steep enough to shad 


fain . 
A nd here he tells us a secret w hich, 
had 
he known it years ago, 
w ould have 
p a t 
m uch 
money 
in 
his 
pocket. 
It 
is 
to 
scatter 
a 
q u antity 
o f 
dry, 
lig h t 
so il in among the 
beets in the pit, 
say 
enough to fill un the space betw een tho beets, 
you w ill find that the beets do not get warm in 
the pit, j,nd will com e out fresh and nice in 
tho spring. 
Do not he afraid to throw in a 
dozen good shovelfuls of soil to each cartload 
o f beet*. And before putting on a coat of straw 
be throws on a laver of sandy soil all over the 
heap of beets an inch or tw o thick. 
H e puts 
on a layer of straw about six inches th ick , end 
then six inches of dirt, and this is all th at is 
necessary till very cold weather, w hen he puts 
on another laver of straw or h»rse litter and 
covers it with dirt. 
In covering the heaps 
w ith dirt, he ploughs round and Tound tho 
heap, throw ing the dirt toward it. T his greatly 
lessen s tho labor. 
Tho Practical Farm er describes the follow ­ 
in g m ode of m ulching strawberries with slabs 
procured from the saw m ill. 
Tw o-inch holes 
were bored in them , fifteen inches apart. T hey 
were then placed, convex side up, along the 
edges of bed*, three feet w ide, and a straw­ 
berry plant was set in A u g u st in each hole 
Tho profusion of strawberries w hich covered 
those slabs the follow ing season was a sigh t 
worth beholding. 
W hen other strawberries 
were dried up by the severe drought, these 
were in perfection. 
H a lf a pin t or more were 
taken from each plant. It is obvious th a t fruit 
thus grown would not becom e soiled with 
earth. 
The slabs would uot present a very 
ornam ental appearance. 
In a subsequent year 
the plants crowded the holes aud were a fa il­ 
ure. 
Iu som e recently-published experim ents it 
was found that while great benefit resulted to 
the succeeding crop from burning stubble 
there w as little or no effect from a m uch larger 
application of good wood ashes. 
T his result 
is spoken of as a m vs'erv. 
It is quite evid en t 
that the potash in the ash iu either cdse was 
n ot needed by the crop. 
Very probably the 
ligh ter 
application 
o f 
po'ash 
distributed 
through the soil helped to tnako other plant 
food available, w hile the larger am ount did 
not. 
It has been found by exp erim en t that 
sm all dressings of salt are generally im m e­ 
diately helpful, w hile in larger qu antities ii 
prom o,es fertility only after one or tw o years 
have elapsed. 
O rdinarily the best tim e to set out celery 
pl aute is from the m iddle to the lis t of -July. 
T h is season, as late as ibe 10th to the 15th of 
th e present mouth w ill answ er as w ell. 
The 
plant needs m oist w eather 
nd m akes its hest 
grow th in the cool weather later in the season 
and previous to the approach of frost. 
Set 
th e plants iu rows lour to five feet apart and 
e ig h t to ten iuclics apart in tho row. 
E ven 
the plants before setting and cut off the points 
of th e roots and the tops of tho leave* 
Set 
w ith a pointed stick, pressing the earth firm ly 
to the roots, being careful not, to bury the 
hearts of the plants beneath th e soil. 
It is 
a d v isa b le to “ puddle” the plants before set­ 
tin g them . 
To th e novice in poultry raising I 
w ould 
m ake the follow ing suggestions: 
I. H ave all 
plans as well m atured as possible before com -, 
ruencing the business, esp ecially if it is on a 
large scale; 2. C onstruct a con ven ien t poultry 
house that shall be warm and drv in 
w inter; 
easily ventilated in sum m er; 3 . S elect for g e n ­ 
eral farm use not more than two or three differ­ 
en t breeds of fow ls; 4. Feed regularly and liber­ 
ally, but do not overfeed. G ive plenty of tre*h 
w ater aud good range in sum m er; 5. D o not 
overcrow d—fow ls need 
plenty or' room; 6 . 
K eep in separate apartm ents if fow ls are very 
num erous. 
Concerning the above aud other 
subjects more w ill be said, in detail, later on. 
I su ggest that tho recently recorded instan ce 
of w onderful im provem ent on tho next year’s 
w heat crop, w hich follow ed tho burning of 
straw spread on the ground wa* w ithout doubt 
due to the destruction of insects w hich pervade 
the soil. 
They arise and nest im m ed iately u n ­ 
der the straw in a very few days, when burn­ 
ing F ills them effec tinily. 
A neighbor in va­ 
riably secured a crop o f cabbage by thus cov­ 
ering the patch w ith straw or som e litter that 
w a s com bustible, aud after a few' days burning 
it off. 
Others of us who did not take this pre­ 
caution failed on accou nt of som e in sect work­ 
ing at the roots. 
lf w hite comb for foundation is w anted m elt 
the w ax and w hile hot j our it into a tub or vat 
of cold water; it m akes it look like a great 
sponge; lift it out carefu lly aud put it where 
the situ w ill shine upon it and the dew w et it 
till it is bleached, w hich w ill be in a few davs. 
N ow turn it over and the other side w ill w hiten 
too. The darkest com b I have w hitened in th is 
way, ami it is very little trouble, I can assure 
you. 
A slan tin g roof is a good place to spread 
it. 
W hen w hite enough , m elt and strain if 
necessary. 
It w ill then be ready for b u sin ess, 
and it is m uch nicer than h avin g a dark 
foundation. 
In the best apple-grow ing regions of w estern 
N ew York, w ell-m an aged apple orchards de­ 
clin e at about six ty years of age—som e live 
longer, and m any not so long. 
A t a m eeting 
of the Illin o is H orticultural Society A . Br* ant 
placed the average age in 'hat State at tw enty 
years, and Mr. N elson at fifteen years. O thers 
know of som e orchards m uch older. 
Tree* 
grow' rapidly in Illin o is, and it w as generally 
adm itted that it is better to cu t them dtrwn at 
tw en ty, and plant on new ground. 
There is every probability that the prices for 
early spring calves w ill rule un usu ally high iu 
N ew York n ext fall. J u st w hat the prices w ill 
be w ill depend verv m uch upon the quality of 
the cattle, I u t probably from 
3 0 to 5 0 per 
ceut. more than cattle of the sam e grade sold 
for in the fall of 1 8 8 0 . 
From present indica­ 
tions we should expect a uniform lot of sm ooth 
high-grade steer calves to be worth from $ 3 0 
to $ 3 5 per head. 
C. H eller tells the H usban dm an that lie 
bou ght som e seed barley one year from a 
farm er who supposed it was very clean, but 
he put the barley through the m ill and got out 
of a few bu shels four quaris of clean mustard 
seed, enough to 
have spread 
all over the 
ground w here he used the barley. 
T his clean ­ 
ing protected the laud, no m ustard cam e with 
the barley. 
A fter harvest the new catch of clover should 
receive a top-dressing of plaster or gypsum at 
the rate of IOO pounds per acre. 
T he cost is 
trifling and is alw ays w ell repaid on the clover 
p la u tto w hich gypsum seem s specially adapt­ 
ed. 
Its broad leaves retain the plaster, and 
ti cir growth is greatly stim u lated thereby, 
esp ecially after a rain. 
The cry of drought begins to com e from 
various quarters 
Should drought really come, 
it will everyw here 
be m ore severe tor the 
excessive rainfall the earlv part o f the season, 
which has heat dow n and hardened the ground 
so that lig h t show ers, should they occur, w ill 
do little good. 
N ow is the tim e, if it was not attended to 
last si iring, to provide a strawberry patch for 
next season’s bearing. 
P lan ts set out now and 
w ell cared for, w ill yield an abundance of 
fruit next Ju n e. 
Thoro is too little of this 
easil.v-growu fruit on m ost farm ers’ tables. 
This is a good tim e to m ake open and under­ 
drains in sw am py, mar.-hv places. 
C onsult 
the A u gu st num ber of the Farm and D rain- 
uee 
Journal, published at Indian ap olis, Intl. 
A u gu st is the m ost su itab le of all th e m onths 
of the year for draining sw am ps aud m arshes. 
The m onth of A u gu st is the best tim e to k ill 
bushes in fields, by cutting dow n and grubbing 
out the routs as far as possible. 
Growth has 
been m ostly com pleted for the season, aud the 
roots have least v ita lity to send up new shoots. 
The best tim e to cut tim ber is in summer. 
Bassw ood, if cu t in . A u gu st and saw n into 
board- w ill season in a few weeks and last for 
years. 
If cu t in w inter, rot w ill begin before 
the seasonin g is com Dieted.

H o m e - M a d e C hairs—Flowers, and Howe to 
P a in t T h e m —Novelties In D ecoration. 
In thi* day, when sim ple, solid form s In furni­ 
ture are held in highest esteem , it is fortuate that 
many articles of approved style can be m ade at 
home, and by even a lady accustom ed, as m any 
are, to hand lin g the saw aud chisel. 
The most 
com fortable and harm onious apartm ent we visit 
is entirely furnished with home-made articles, 
and contains various cosy chairs, each possessing 
an individuality of its own, and no tw o alike. 
Now, inasm uch as we have im itated several of 
these comfortable, and even elegant, places of 
furniture, we will describe the m ethod we fol­ 
lowed, hoping others may be glad to follow our 
exam ple, and becom e “ their o w n ” chair-makers. 
The first and m ost im portant p oin t in fashioning 
or ch an gin g a chair, is to m ake it com fortable— 
and even the hard, unco m pro m isin g “ W indsor,” 
or stiff cane-seated chair, m ay lie changed into 
softly-cushioned nursing and sowlng-chairs, while 
the ever-accom m odating “ barrel chair1’—not g en ­ 
erally oohs ale red w o n by of a position outside 
Hie ordinary sitting-room or ch am b er—is ch an ged 
into a veritable “ sleepy hollow ,” well worthy of 
adm ittance a m on g the more p retentious group of 
the parlor*. A wooden bottom is alw ays n*ce*ssry 
wiiere springs are desired, and they add so vastly 
to the co m fort that they are always desirable. 
An old-fasiiionid cane-seated chair was dealt 
witn as follows: Saw pieces of balf-iuch board to 
fit th e p'-at, allowing tile sides and front to e x ­ 
tend beyond the fi am e about tw o inches, rounding 
off the coiners slightly and shap ing it so th a t the 
iront is broader titan the back aud swells outward 
iron) the Corners. 
Then 
PROCURE A SET OF COILED-WIRE SPRINGS— 
from one to tw o dozen, accord in g to the size of 
tne chair. T h ese arrange in rows, first boring 
gim let-holts 
for 
the 
accom m odation 
of 
the 
wire, which on the under part is bent down per­ 
pendicularly; them tak in g stron g bands of un­ 
bleached muslin or ticking and passing them 
through the lower coll, with large twelva-ouuce 
tacks Iasten each one firmly down on each side; 
then with crosa-pffoe* passed the other way secure 
in the sam e manner, as otherw ise the co n stant 
working of Hie spring* would soon displace them 
and tear out the upholstering. 
N e x t lak e heavy 
hemp twine and pass it back and fortti a dozen 
time*, tyin g at each crossing to th e wire and the 
bauds, then “ raw ing the co ld s down over the 
fram e aud tack in g firmly to the fram e on th eo u t- 
aide. 
N ex t take stout canvas (we use “ gunny 
hugs” ;, aud, stretch in g tightly over tne springs, 
tack closely along the fram e of th e chair. 
Two 
such covers wilt be even 
better 
than 
oue. 
Now m ake a long case, four in d ie s in width, 
to ex ten d round the seat of the chair; st uff loosely 
with moss, cotton, or any sim ilar material, and 
tack round the e ge. 
L p h o U t e iera call tills a 
“ stitched ed g e,” and it should have several rows 
ot stitching, in order to bring it to a squ ire, flat 
su n acc along the upper rdg>-, g iv in g a brin, elas­ 
tic • dge that will not easily become, m isplaced or 
broken down. 
Hair, m oss, sisal or other elastic 
material is n e x t spread evenly over the surface 
and canvas tacked over it, then th e material is 
carefully cu t and arranged, tacked neatly around 
the edge, and the trim m in g put on, 
winch may 
consist of a sim ple narrow furniture gimp, a puff 
oi tile sam e m aterial, bul of contrasting color, or 
otner suitable hni-n, 
The hack is finished iii the 
sam e manner, w ithout tb esp r in g s, and Hie stuffed 
roll—winch should be fastened round the edge of 
the sides aud t o p - m ust uot be finished with tho 
“s t u d ie d ed g e,” hut fo im s a full, rounded edgo, 
which, covered, with tho outside material, sligh tly 
fu .led by gath ering each edge aud finishing w ith 
a pretty l ord, loruis 
A NEAT ANO BEAUTIFUL ADORNMENT. 
A sim ple fram e may be purchased “in the rou gh ” 
at a cabinet-m aker's for a small sum , and when 
neatly upholstered appear equal to those sold in 
the stores. 
V arious styles of th ese fram es offer 
an opportunity for selectin g favorite forms. 
A 
popular m ode el trim m in g fancy chairs is by 
meat s of un enii rolderea stripe, ex ten d in g up 
the back and co n tin u in g down tho seat. 
Sucn 
stripes may be of velveteen, terry, reps or other 
sim ilar material. 
A pretty finish is giv en by 
m aking a w ide box-plaited stripe, aud tack in g it 
a long the sides of tile frame, then c o t ring tile 
edges 
w ith 
a 
narrow* liair-inch 
velvet 
rib­ 
bon, 
fastened 
with 
gilt-headed 
tacks. 
The 
legs 
will 
require 
st l i n i n g 
and 
varnish­ 
in g if of pine, and varnishing w ith shellac, md 
afterward with copal, lf of w alnut or othei hard 
wood, 
Cosy little sew in g chairs are m u le of 
bali-barreis neatly upholstered, as also of w in d ­ 
sor or cane-seats—saw in g th e legs off, in order to 
make tho Seat low, and, if desired, ob tain in g 
iron. a furniture store som e of th e “ artificial 
wood ornam ents,” for finishing the upper edge of 
the back. 
The favorite lounging chair in our 
family, however, is a rattier 
curiously shaped 
affair, that while it is most conuortablv fitted to 
tho back, is easily m ade and costs I ut little, 
It 
is mane mu* from H alf-Inch boards. Saw out tw o 
pieces, m easuring lour feet in length aud tw o 
le c t six in d ie s in width. 
THESE MUST BF. CAREFULLY SHAPED, 
com m en cin g at the centro of upper edge and 
gradually sloping inward in a gracefully-curved 
line for a few inc es, then w id en in g in a sw elling 
curve that sloping out below, lories the arms, 
w hich m ust be neatly rounded towards the out­ 
side, as in any chair w ith high hack and artus. 
Lay these tw o pieces down, aud, m easuring Hie 
h eigh t desired from the bottom , nail or screw 
tw o cleats (made of laths'* upon the inside, from 
back to trout, allow ing them to incline slightly 
towards th e bottom at the back part, as thus the 
seat will be more com fortable; a few in ch es I rom 
the lower ed g e nail tw o others In a stra ig h t line, 
aud, having fastened the tw osiue-pieces together, 
nail a piece ot board across the front, lrom upper 
to lower cleats. This not only straigh ten s the side- 
pi ce*, but forms a fro n t tor the box, or case, I c- 
ne .til tim seat, winch should rest upon the upper 
cleats and be furnished w ith lunges, th us form ing 
a lid for the box. 
Iii lasteiiln g the side-pieces ro­ 
sette r tile edge* should be coated with glue ana 
carefully nailed or screwed together. 
N ex t nail 
four square blocks to each corner and fasten cas­ 
tors upon them . 
We are now ready for the up­ 
holstering, which is done as has been p iev lo u sly 
described, ex c ep tin g that a thick pad is m ade for 
the triangular back, and fastened In tu e corner 
hetero p o ttin g on the rem aining hair, or other 
filling. 
This chair is, wit,lieut any excep tion , tho 
m ost com fortable of any we use. 
Tho seat is of 
form adapted to comfort, and th e back is useful 
beyond measure; we advise all lovers of a com ­ 
fortable chair to make, cr order one made, from 
the description here given.—[Rural N. Yorker.

ami N ew to n ’* oil colors are the hest, aud a tube 
of i ach of the following colors will bo necessary; 
Flake white, ivory black, vermilion, rose madder, 
crimson, lane, l’russiau ‘blue, chrome yellow, 
Chrome 
orange, 
Naples 
yellow, 
V andyke 
brown, 
burin 
sien n a 
and 
a 
tube 
of 
m egilp. 
Also 
tw o 
or 
three 
large 
and the 
the sam e number of small brushes, a palette 
knife, au oiled wood palette, a tin oil cup, and a 
bottle of turpentine in w hich to wash the brushes, 
and a piece <d soft muslin to dry them on. 
Field 
daisies are about the sim plest flowers lor a first 
study, and make a very pretty picture it painted 
on a plaque of dark polished wood, or they may 
be painted on a com position plaque and a back­ 
ground of light blue put in. 
The manner of ar­ 
ranging the flowers I* as follow*: 
CUT A FIECK OF PASTEBOARD TUE SIZE OF THE 
PLAQUE, 
and arrange on it a group oi several daisies, some 
buds and leaves. 
Tie tile stem s to hold tin rn in 
place, and wrap the end of each stem w itll a piece 
of w et tissue-paper or cotton to keep the flowers

board. 
Si an ii tho design a short distance off, and 
copy as ex actly as lf y m were drawing from

picture, w hich it really seem s.

flake w hite is 
tlieu 
squeezed 
from 
th e 
tube 
to 
the 
palette;

The latter Is used to thin the colois, 
that they may w ork more ea-liy. 
With the large 
brush paint the petals of the flowers white, sh a d ­ 
ing them with gray, w hich is made by m ix in g a 
little black and w luie together, the color deep­ 
ened or lightened by a dding either black or white 
for the purpose. The centre of the flowers, or tue 
stam ens, are painted chrom e yellow, the m edium 
Shade chrom e orange, and the shadow* burnt 
sienna. 
T oe stem s and leaves are green, m ade by 
m ixing to geth er a small particle of Frussian blue 
and som e chrom e yellow; for the shading a little 
more of the blue is added, and to deepen it still 
more a iiltie Vaudyke brown may lie used. 
Tne 
background is a bright sky blue, made by m ix in g 
a trifle of Prussian blue with considerable of the 
flake white. 
LAY THE COLOR ON AS EVENLY AS POSSIBLE, 
and wiien nearly dry the clouds may be painted 
in very thinly w ith w hite aud th e edges softened 
with a drv brush. 
A butterfly hovering over the 
flowers gives 
life to the picture, and makes a 
p ietty contrast of color. 
Tho paints used will, of 
course, depend upon the s p e d s of butterfly to be 
painted, but to e colors m ust ne m atched as nearly 
as possible. A ftertn e picture is dry a secon d paint­ 
ing m ust be given it, and if careiuliy done it will 
not require another. 
The Bailie -colors are to ne 
used as in the first. 
Wild roses make a very beau­ 
tiful picture; the colors used are white, Wien rose 
madder, to m ake the pink, deepening the color 
when necessary by adding more of the madder. 
A clum p oi buttercups, grow ing at the sine of an 
old rail fence, makes a pretty study, and sim ple to 
paint. 
The flowers, chromo yellow, should be 
shaded with chrom e orange ami a tnfle of burnt 
sienna. 
The leaves and grasses, of course, green. 
D ogwood, yellow daisies, or the red field lilies all 
make pretty pictures, and, indeed, one cannot 
take a step through fields or woods iii the spring, 
sum m er or autumn w ithout Anding on every hand 
MODELS OF EXQUISITE BEAUTY 
for this interesting and d elightfu l art. 
W hen 
p utting up the paints and blushes, after using 
them, the greatest care and neatness should lie 
observed. 
With Hie palette 
knife each color 
should be separately removed trom the palette 
and put on a piece of glass. 
This is to lie placed 
in a dish or basin id water to keep t lie paint* 
m oist lur use another tim . 
The brushes should 
be tnorougliiy cleansed, first iii turpentine, to re­ 
m ove the paint, theo washed in warm water with 
soap and well rinsed to keep them soil. 
Dry 
them on a suit towel, aud draw them through tue 
1 thumb and fingers to B u t u t them , fur unless the 


palette is kept clean, and th e brushes well taken 
care > f, nice work cannot be accom plished. 
The 
models should be copied as accurately as possible, 
both in form and color, to m ake satisfactory p ict­ 
ures. 
The material* are not exp en sive, ss the 
paint* are ouly ten cent* a tube for m ost of tbs 
necessary colors, a few being higher priced. 
A 
palette may be bud 
for thirty cent*, ana the 
brushes from ten to fifteen each; so should any 
wish to try the experim ent it would not be neces­ 
sary to invest a very large am ount in material to 
begin with, and many articles, botli useful and 
ornamental, may be decorated with the lovely 
field and forest flowers to give pleasure to friends 
or to adorn o n e’* hom e.—[Floral Cabinet. 
Novelties In D ecoration. 
There it 1111] a rags for screens of all kinds, and 
m uch beautiful and original handiwork is exp en d ­ 
ed on them. 
They vary in height from small ones 
stand in g before a fireplace to tall ones hiding a 
door and shu ttin g out draughts. 
There Is a fancy 
in draw ing rooms .inst now to shu t fn a corner 
with a stand in g screen, aud arrange a cosy nook 
for tw o or more persona.' A pretty table and a 
b ecom ingly shaded lam p’are placed within. 
The 
panel* of some recontly-exhih’ted screens were of 
alternate peacock blue and old gold Unman sh eet­ 
ing, ornam ented with boldlv-de*igned flower*, 
worked «itll odd* aud ends o f ordinary double 
Berlin and other worsteds. 
They stood out well 
from the background. 
Som e large red field poji- 
pies had some of the petals bent forwards, stand­ 
in g out from the rest of the flowers by means of a 
piece of thin cardboard worked over with the 
Wools, and then fixed on to th e rest. 
The effect 
was exceedingly good. 
Clematis, in shades of 
purple and mauve, can be worked in the sam e 
way; al*o large red tucsonia and passion flowers. 
The work can be carried out from nature or from 
colored prints. 
Smaller screens lor standing 
on 
a 
table, 
have 
the 
panels 
of 
wuite «iik, 
with 
a 
wreath o f flowers on one side worked 
in 
colored 
silks, 
and a light sketch painted 
on in water colors. 
A nother style of screen, a 
full-sized one, has panels of sa'iii sheetin g, with 
rush**, iris, grasses, etc., worked boldly, rising 
from the base, in crewel*, and birds laid on and 
appliqued, sta n d in g or flying, a* in nature. 
Only 
half the t>]rd is put on. 
'Ihie style i* also carried 
out by w orking tile birds in silks, over padding, 
so th at they stand out considerably from Hie 
panel. Porno screens, lately exh ib ited, were effec­ 
tively arranged with a trellis, com posed of velvet 
pip in g about half an inch wide, laid on to satin, 
w ith wild flowers of every kind, and croppers 
worked iu Crewe'*, silk* or worsteds. 
One was of 
gold satin, with browu velvets; and the other, a 
sm aller one, of pale blue, with olive green, 
Over 
this latter trailed briar, roses and clusters of ripe 
and unripe blackberries. 
Several screens have 
been 
covered with 
Ja p anese 
lacquered 
wall 
papers, and then painted inordinary oils. A good

m odelling ol m en’* costum e. 
The following ac­ 
count ot Ids opinions is given by the Art Am ateur: 
At a m eetin g of tile A rchitectural Association 
in London a paper on “ A rt in C ostum e” was re­ 
cently read by Air. ,L A. Dutch, in w hich h e spoke 
of the C o s t u m e or m en aud m ade som e sugges­ 
tions. 
He said: 
“ One of tile m ost obvious things about a m an’s 
every-day dress is its ugliness. 
W hee on pleasure 
lie is bent he may wear pretty much wuat he 
likes: aud, as a matter of fact, when footballing, 
boating, bicycling, cricketing, walking, or other­ 
wise en jo yin g him self, he no s adopt it dr^ss 
w hich i s ” both sensible and pictur> aquo. 
It is 
only when tie wishes to m ake an im pression,when 
tie is un business, or p y u ig a call, or going to 
worship, or perform ing 
some conventionality, 
that ho considers it absolutely necessary to be 
particularly in artistic and uncom fortable. 
A fter coiid-iiiuiug aud ridiculing tile “ top hat” 
and the ordinary frock coat, Mr. Dutch wont on 
to say that the worst, and ugliest feature Iii mod­ 
ern costum e was trousers, which seem ed to have 
been evolved trom the tie bt trouser* and W el­ 
ling to n s of ttie early p a i t o f the century; these, 
in their turn, having grown 
from tho knee- 
breeches and sto ck in g s of fifty years earlier. 
History has no record of a garm en t at once so 
sim ple and so ugly. 
“ Trousers are not econom ical, inasm uch as they 
g et baggy at the knee long heiore they are worn 
out; they are always g ettin g dirty at the ankles. 
They are not specially adapt' d either for cold or 
for wet. 
On a wet day it is tile part from tile 
knee downw ard that catches lh" rain and necessi­ 
tates ch a n g in g the whole garment. 
Indeed, it is 
the way in which they ignore the knee-joint 
w hich renders trouser* practical y so objection­ 
able. 
The su b stitu tion or 
knickerbockers or 
knec-breeclie* for trouser* is one of the pressing 
reform s of the day—th e ch a n ge is go pimple and 
yet so effectual. 
The n ex t is the total disuse of 
th e clnm ney-pot hat aud Hie m oio frequent use of 
B o t t material as a head covering. 
A ‘wide-awake’ 
or ‘hiliy-cock’ hat 
lins capabilities, while th e 
‘Tani-o’-Sh anteri is an ex cellen t article, ready to 
th e head.” 
Coat* could not be so absolutely condem ned, 
b ut the lecturer su g g e ste d some m ud I fica: ic.is: 
“ If the coat-hleeves w ere tig h t and the collar 
button d 
high ti.ere would 
lie no necessity, 
scarcely a possibility, of starched shirt-front and 
cuffs, con seq uently no necessity for a shirt at all. 
\Y Hat then? Is a linen shirt a sine qua non? N ot 
at all. 
A t present Its only use lie* in tile collar, 
cuffs and shirt-front appearing. 
D o away w ith 
toe shirt-front anti cuffs ami you may then dis­ 
card the shirt, only you m ust wear a tnicker-jer- 
*ey. 
Suppose we adopted a regular seam an’s 
jersey. 
It* collar m igiit appear above the coat, 
it* cuff* below tho sleeves. 
Let it 
ho 
any 
color you like, w hite or otherwise. 
Such a cos­ 
tu m e would certainly be more sim ple and artistic, 
ann as for its oddity, that I* a mere m atter of 
custom . 
We could then do w ithout a w aistcoat. 
The w atch aud oilier small articles m igh t tie car­ 
ried Id a Land lound the waist, the coat worn 
usually buttoned up, but if it were left open it 
w ould n o t display the sam e kind of dishabille as 
now; while a necktie would be optional, accord­ 
in g to the cut of the jersey collar. 
If it were 
th o u g h t desirable to ornam ent the coat, it m igh t 
well be done by m aking the necessary turning in 
of the edges ornamental. 
That tv. s the system 
w hich Hie Greeks adopted.

A little care bestowed upon tile collar and 
neck tie will well repay tho trouble, for that is the 
focus for male co stu m e—the place where the eye 
naturally light* in conversation, aud a sm all 
piece of b righ t color is very 'precious’ in theso 
days of som bre hues.” 
The author of the paper th ou g h t there was 
m uch room for im provem ent and attention in tho 
color of our clotho*. 
Ot all the horrinle in ven ­ 
tions of feeble clothm akers the shepherd’s plaid 
pattern was, tie said, the most dreary. 
A man 
dressed iii a i lack coat, shepherd’s plaid trousers 
aud a nondescript artificial necktie, was a sig h t 
to rouse pity in his bitterest loe. Black was m uch 
too freely used nowadays, though rather less than 
formerly. 
There was no reason for it, excep t a 
desire ti) bo in the fashion. 
The lecturer said: 
••Avoid anilic;)! neckties. 
If you cannot tie 
one yourself, learn.

like folded cloth, anti with a pin stuck in that 
does no good, and is only there for appearance? 
Yet I believe m ane of tho heathen do wear such

by all mean* wear it; only ch .se lor it* display a 
n ecktie whose 
structure 
requires 
it, and not 
oue where it lines no good wnatever. 
I lien as 
to gloves, if you w ant to keep your hand* warm 
or clean, w ear them , if not, don’t, 
lf, however, 
you prefer to belong to the u nth ink in g herd, by 
all m eans wear them vvueiiever you think lashioti 
dictates; wear them on a Inn dav in sum m er aud 
spoil a pair every tim e you put them on.”

Ladies buruenod w ith an over-developm ent o f 
flesh frequently have m uch tro u h lo in selectin g 
ju st those fabrics ami styles w hich will clothe 
them appropriately, lessen in g their apparent size 
and brin g in g out w hatever claim s to beauty tbev 
may posse**. 
II .rper’s Bazar devotes som e at­ 
tention to tiffs ■object aud give* tho to.low ing 
a d vice con cern in g their dress to large ladies: 
“Ladies with stout figures will find it becom ing 
to woar low drapery, quite below the hips, instead 
of the lull panier* and other high-draped scarf* 
ta u t are uow placed only a few molies below the 
w aist line. 
One ot tile roost fashionable designs 
for overskirt! can be ti ti ized in this way, as it ii aa 
all if* fulness, or tattier its breadth, laid in leng th ­ 
wise tucks that i egin at tile heir, fitting tile hips 
sm oothly, and below t I* the length is taken up 
in crossw ise folds th at com e in ju st where largo 
figures suddenly becom e smaller, and the effect 
Is then very good, avoid in g all conspicuous e x ­ 
tremes aud harm onizing th" outline. Tols overskirt 
is pretty w ith 
basque* that are much shorter 
on the hips than in tile trout and back. The sam e 
graceful effect is easily given to polonaises, espe­ 
cially 
to 
tho 
Marguerite polonaise that 
has 
its additional fulness cut on below the bins, and 
with that model of the p inier polonaise that ha* 
the drapery .-owed to a plain cuirass wat-t w ith ­ 
out tim usual shirring that accom panies such gar­ 
ment*. 
The prlnces-e dress witli Greek drapery 
open up one side to tile hips to display, r o t hori­ 
zontal flounces, but length w ise pleating*, o r b in g 
embroidered panels, or brocaded breadths, i* be­ 
com ing to very stout laities. 
R ed in g.ne* that ara 
slashed or have length wi-e pleat* behind eau ha 
well worn by those witn plump, well-rounded fig­ 
ures, hut not liy those who consider them selves 
veiy stout, because they dispense entirely with the 
low drapery th a t proves the m ost effective for 
large figures. The sim ple tailor-made dresses suit 
these large ladies, and are not at all appropriate 
for thin figures by reasou or their very severe de­ 
signs. 
Basques that have m any seams fit the 
large round figure m ost perfectly; hence many 
large ladies have three dart* in each frqut of their 
bod;ce*, amt the double side-fonn* that are most 
u-ually found in W orth ’s ba-ques. 
Flat trim­ 
ming') are the best for lull figures, and the dart* 
Should always tie short, in order that the bust 
m ay be low. Instead of shirring and full gath eio d 
g u nilpes, large ladies should have vest* set iu, 
or else outlined by flat trimnii g, or they suould 
have evening dre»>e- cu t with V-shaped neck and 
tilled in with headed tulle. 
Stripes add to tho 
appearance of height, but cross-bars ana plaid* 
increase tile apparent breadth. 
If figures are 
used they should be detached and .at larger dis­ 
tances than the small-figured fabrics worn by 
sb-nuer people. 
Ribbons set about in bows and 
loons with stream ing end*should bo avoided, and 
richness with tile least oi trusive styles should be 
sought by those w ho consider them selves over 
size.”

WARFARE AT ABUKIR. 


IVeUon's l)«*«trnotion o f th e F r e n c h F le e t— 
Y iipo leon'* l i e f e s t of th e M o d em * . 
Two events in modern warfare 
have made 
Abukir famous and historical. 
The fir-t w .s iu 
170S, when Lord Nelson, 
then 
Sir 
Horatio, 
hoisted his flag in tho Vanguard, seventy-four 
guns, and wa* despatched by Lord Vincent from 
j Gibraltar to Toulon, where Napoleon w 1* be­ 
lieved to he turin-; out hi* exnoriition for Egypt. 
On the way tho V anguard was disabled in a gale; 
I bad weather continued, and Rear Admiral limeys 
wa* enabled to escape success!uliy from Toulon,to. 
aether with Napoleon arni his troops. Nelson set off 
in chase along th e Mediterranean, accompanied 
by the ships Culloden, Goliath, Minotaur, De- 
| fence, Bellerophon, Majestic, Zealous, bwiftsure, 
I Alexander, Orlon, Theseus, Audacious and Lean- 
I der, all seventy-four gunners. The chase was a long 
one, but on the 1st of August, 1708, the English 
I admiral came up with bls French antagonist at 
Abukir, though not in time to prevent the land- 
I ing of Napoleon with his troops close to Alexan­ 
dria. 
Admiral Brney* was unable to enter the 
coveted barber of Alexandria, so lie brought ids 
shljis, consisting of one first class, three second 
class, nine seventy-tour gunners ana lour frig­ 
ate* to an anchor in tne bay of Abukir. 
Both 
fleets made ready for aetton, and at ti o’clock on 
the night of the 12th of Augu-t there com­ 
menced rn these same waters of Aboukir, 
O n e o f t h e M o s t D e s p e r a t e H u t (le a 
known in the annals ef modern naval warfare. 
By noon on the 13th the French fleet was badly 
crippled. 
One ship had blown up, eight had sur­ 
rendered, two bad set salt and bolted and two 
were aground, one or which was immediately de­ 
stroyed by Are by its own gallant crew. 
The ship 
blown up was the Orient, aud Blueys and many 
of his offi'-ers were burled into destruction with 
bor timber*.

batt!" fought in ber vicinity on shore, 
Here, on 
the 23d of July, 1799, Napoleon, fresh from his 
great victory over the Mamelukes at tho Pyra­ 
mids, encountered the Turkish array under Mus­ 
tafa Pasha, who had 18,000 men under his com­ 
mand.

at Napoleon’* audacious invasion or the territory 
of their sovereign, the Sultan, had entrenched 
themselves close upon the sea line of the bay.

Nelson had destroyed the French fleet.

tinged with blood, and 10,000 men perished there 
at Abukir either by the bayonet nr tile equally 
ncxorah Ie sea.

Shortly a fter this 
victory at Abukir the French general escaped 
from Alexandria, evaded tho English cruisers 
which had gone to Cyprus, where ho vt as uot, and 
arrived safely in too gulf of Froyjus, in the 
vicinity of Toulon.

W est Point is an academy where the 
art of war is taught; but that is no reason why 
one student should be made the servant of 
another, nor why the faculty of the institution 
should permit any such student regulation to 
exist another day. 
The court-martial which 
is talked of in relation to the case mentioned 
ought to he so managed as to bring in the 
college faculty as one of the plaintiffs before 
the court. 
It is the management of the school 
which is more to blauio than the students 
themselves. 


W hatever may be the failings and short­ 
comings of the Virginia Readjustcrs, they 
cannot fairly be charged with inconsistency. 
Repudiation is their vital principle, by which 
and for which alone they ex'lsi politically, and 
they propose to steadfastly m aintain that eter­ 
nal principle through thick and thin. 
Having 
readjusted tho S ate debt by repudiating a 
portion thereof, it became necessary to have 
new bonds printed, and a contract was made 
for the printing. 
Having obtained the work, 
tho State was consequently in debt to the 
printer, who was perhaps inconsiderate and 
illogical enough to expect his pay, hut the 
sinking fund commissioners, true to principle, 
repudiated the contract for prim ing the read­ 
justed bonds, and now that printer is making 
desperate efforts to figure out tho benefits of 
repudiation 
as 
practically 
applied by the 
Muhoneites. 


Here is a suggestion by the New York World 
that is deserving of attention: ‘‘Now that the 
Czar feeds once more free to go about without 
an escort in the streets of his own capital, why 
should he not interfere to re-establish ‘law and 
order’ in Ireland, as England is interfering to 
re-establish ‘law and order’ in Egypt? The 
lord-lieutenant 
of Ireland dares not ride 
out from his residence without a squadron of 
cavalry, and when he drove out the other day 
in a four-in-hand all his guests wore large 
revolvers. 
The British postal authorities in 
Ireland not only prohibit the circulation of 
foreign newspapers, but actually confiscate 
‘registered letters and packages suspected of 
containing seditious information or dangerous 
preparations.’ 
Clearly the interests of civili­ 
zation and humanity and all the rest of it 
call upon the great powers to put a stop to 
this dreadful state of affairs. 
Could not the 
Czar try the efficacy of a benevolent bombard­ 
ment of Dublin?” 


Expert teslimony in legal controversies is 
not beld in such high esteem as it once was; 
principally for the reason that no matter how 
positively one expert may testify one way 
another expert can be procured woo will con­ 
tradict him. 
There have been many illustra­ 
tions of this, and now Surrogate Rollins of 
New York, in a contested will care, declares 
that “the court must, in the main, look out­ 
side of the expert testimony to find the evi­ 
dence upon which it can safely base its 
conclusions.” 
This 
observation 
of 
a 
judge 
who 
has 
had 
an 
extensive 
experience in the trial of causes involving 
questions of insanity is worthy of reflection. 
It would he interesting lo knowr just the per­ 
centage of people who have been incarcerated 
in insane asylum s prisons 
arid jails, or ; 
wronged out of property, by “expert testi­ 
mony.” 
The information would 
probably 
startle people. 
It is gratifying to notice that 
judges arc beginning to Ie very careful of the 


w e i g h t they will attach to the testimony of 
j 
experts in all kinds of causes. 
The Hue 
should he sharply drawn between unscrupulous 
professional experts and 
those of 
kuowu 
probity aud standing in a community. 


The Philadelphia American, in an intelli­ 
gent review of the English situation in Egypt, 
says: 
“An occupation of Egypt, 
however 
masked under the pretence of maintaining the 
authority of the Khedive, will iuvolve com­ 
plications with both European interests and 
Moslem opinion. 
It has long been recognized 
in European diplomacy that tho Turkish em­ 
pire was permitted to exist only because the 
great powers could not agree upon any plan 
for disposing of its possessions. 
On every 
side there are claimants, the principal being 
Russia, Greece and Austria-Hungary. 
When 
auy one of these three has succeeded in appro­ 
priating a part, this has been urged as a rea­ 
son 
for 
concessions to the rest. 
And 
the European 
concert has 
conceded the 
justice of the claim. 
The Berlin conference 
ceded territory to Greece, Montenegro and 
Austria-Hungary, to compensate for the con­ 
quests made by Russia, each of these countries 
having alleged these m ou lts ai a geed 1 


reason for expecting concessions. 
The same 
rule will apply to the English annexation of 
Egypt, and Italy will insist on being included 
among the claimants. Already both Italy and 
Russia have indicated their dissatisfaction 
with 
the 
situation, and Au«iria-Hungary 
evidently shares their determination to watch 
for w hat they can got out of the new deal. 
Thus far, it is true, the Muscovite has shown 
his activity chiefly in prompting the Turk and 
indicating tho course which will annoy Eng­ 
land most. 
B ut when once England commits 
herself to the permanent occupation of Egypt 
the relations of all these powers will be 
strained to tho last degree. 
A general Euro­ 
pean war may grow out of the attack on 
Arabi Bey, aud with Ireland thoroughly dis­ 
affected a general war is the last thing that 
England can afford.” 


POLITICS IN Al AINE. 


Thus far the campaign on the part of tho 
Republicans in Maine has been rather dull 
and spiritless. 
The leaders know that they 
have no very inviting issues lo present to the 
people. 
Even the brilliant Mr. Blaine seems 
to be out of ammunition. 
Tho taxpayers 
know that Governor Plaisted has managed the 
finances economically, so no mud-slinging in 
that regard can harm him. 
The “bloody 
shirt” cannot be snccessfully waved. The tariff 
question is best leit alone by the Republicans, 
as their party in Congress has not rolled off 
any burdens from the people. 
In fact, all tho 
issues which the Republicans have usually 
relied upon to incite party enthusiasm are 
now dead or useless to them, because they have 
done more promising than acting in the prem­ 
ises. 
The laboring men of Maine know as 
well 
today as 
the workingmen of other 
States 
that 
the 
Republican 
party 
has 
promised 
them 
prosperity, whereas 
they 
are far from being in a prosperous, and in 
many localities even comfortable, condition. 
lf they were getting living wages, does any 
sensible person suppose that there would be so 
many strikes in the United States? Decidedly 
not. 
And it is also a well-known fact that- 
there are many workingmen today in Maine, 
as elsewhere, who would strike 
for higher 
wages tomorrow if they only bad the where­ 
withal to keep body and soul together until 
they carried their point. Mr. Blaine and other 
prominent Republicans know of this under­ 
current of emphatic dissatisfaction among the 
laboring people, and in their hearts they are 
disgusted because the Forty-seventh Congress 
was not far-seeing enough to comprehend that 
the time had come when taxation should be 
reduced. 
W hat few speeches there are made in Maine 
by the Republicans will not amount to much, 
and the bosses know it. 
W hat, then, are the 
Republican leaden doing? Holding barbecues 
to make the voters temporarily forget their 
grievances, and waiting! W aiting for what? 
“ W atching 
and 
W aiting” 
for 
Hnbbell’s 
“har’l.” 
W ill it come? Rumor saith not. 
The wicked Jay is said to be loth to part with 
his ducats wrung from pages, washwomen, 
laborers, clerks aud other poorly-paid govern­ 
ment employes. 
Ile is said to be confident 
thai Maine cannot be carried by the Republi­ 
cans. 
Hence thoro is consternation among 
the Maine members of the 
“Golng-to-the 
Lordy” party. 
In short, it looks as though 
Mr. Blaine would have to again neglect his 
“ private business” and himself put out the 
cash to curry the State. 
He is rich, but he is 
also close-fisted and shrewd. 
Political cam­ 
paigns are not what they once were. 
There is 
alarge Stalw art cloud on the horizon, and it 
is hourly growing larger. 
Certainly Mr. 
Blaine is the last man to fall in love with that 
cloud. 
In it he sees the faces of Arthur, 
Conkling and a host of ” 306” men; and as he 
looks tho hand that he has thrust into his 
pocket remains there, and he ponders. 
If 
H ubbell fails to come to time, will that hand 
come forth filled with shekels? Drive a peg 
in here, and you have the Republican situa­ 
tion up to the present moment. 
On the other hand, everything favors Gov­ 
ernor Plaistcd’s re-election. 
Many Repub­ 
licans like him and will vote for him, and the 
Democrats and Greenbackers will give him a 
handsome majority. 
The issues on that side 
of the house are sharply and clearly drawn. 
They include the destruction of the spoils sys­ 
tem, equal and just taxation, the suppression 
of monopolies, and the bringing back of the 
administration of the government “to the 
just and equal principles represented by Jef­ 
ferson, Jackson and Lincoln—equal rights and 
equal protection; special privileges to none.”

O I B C O M M E R C E . 


A preliminary official report of the foreign 
commerce of 
this 
country for the 
last 
fiscal year shows that 
its 
total value is 
§108,164,862 less than that of the pre­ 
vious year. 
There was a falling off in the 
exports of §150,852,010, the decrease in the 
value of breadstuffs being $76,350,073; pro­ 
visions, $29,284,093; cotton, $47,889,370 
The preceding decreased values are for the 
eleven months ending May 31, 1882. 
This 
large decrease in the exports, amounting to 
$150,852,010, is attributable almost entirely 
to the drought, and other unfavorable meteoro­ 
logical influences. 
Petroleum was the only 
export which exhibited r.nv considerable in­ 
crease, that being $11,800,801 more than 
the 
previous 
year. 
The 
value 
of 
the 
imports during the year was larger than 
any 
previous 
year 
in 
the 
history 
of 
the country. 
It amounted to $724,623,317, 
as against $642,664,628 during the preocd- 
ing fiscal year, showing an increase of $81,- 
958,689, or 12.7 per cent. 
This increase was 
due mainly to the increased imports of india- 
rubber, gutta-percha, raw silk, breadstuffs, 
chemicals, drugp, etc., cotton manufactures, 
fancy goods, flax, fruits, furs and dressed fur- 
skins, raw hemp, steel rails, ingots, bars, 
sheets and wire, leather and manufactures 
thereof, potatoes, silk manufactures, sugar 
and molasses, tin in plates, tobacco, wood, 
and wool. 
As to tho imports and exports of 
gold, ailver coin and bullion, it appears that 
from 1860 to 1880 there has always keen an 
excess of the exports of these over the imports, 
except in 1861, when the imports amounted 
to $16,548,531. 
In 1880 the excess of im­ 
ports was $75,891,391, and in 1881, $91,- 
168,650, while the last fiscal year tne excess 
of exports was $6,940,186. 


E N O LA N II IN E O T P T . 


England has forced Turkey to proclaim 
Arabi a rebel and to practically put her mili­ 
tary contingent to Egypt under the control, 
direction and commandof the British generals. 
Mr. Gladstone was fortunate in having so 
able and experienced a diplomat at Constan­ 
tinople as Lord Dufferin at this critical junc­ 
ture. 
A less skilful ambassador might have 
failed, 
and 
a 
failure 
at 
that 
point 
might be 
disastrous to the whole move­ 
ment 
for 
the 
possession 
of 
Egypt. 
The prime minister does not want the assist­ 
ance of the Turkish army in crushing Arabi. 
Ile feels that he eau do this single-handed, hut 
he does want to have a certain showing of legit­ 
imacy. 
The war is a war of conquest and 
acquisition, but it must be regarded by Europe, 
and all over tho civilized world, as a war for 
the maintenance of the suzerainty of the 
Sultan in Egypt and the protection of the 
canal. 
This is the view that Mr. Gladstone 
wishes the world to take of the struggle now 
going on near the bauks of the Nile. 
Wheu Seymour got into Alexandria and 
found it in flumes the first thing he did was 
to institute a search for Mr. Tewfik, the Khe­ 
dive. 
He found that frightened ruler in duo 
time, set him up once more in the ruling 
business, and offered bim the services of a 
few marines for abody guard. 
This was done 
to establish legitimacy. 
England has great 
respect for the forms of law. She makes her laws 
to fit certain conditions, brings the conditions 
around, and then points proudly to the law. 
In Ireland she has established a reign of ter­ 
ror; she has driven the poor peasantry to pov­ 
erty and crime by her brutalities, hut it was 
done according to law—it was legal. 
In hko 
manner she is particularly desirous of having 
the co-operatiou of Sultan and Khedive, be­ 
cause she wants to show that she lias the sanc­ 
tion of the two interested parties in her raid 
on Egypt. 
Wheu Arahi’s army is broken up and the 
authority of the Khedive and the suzerainty 
of the Sultan fully established, Englaud, ac­ 
cording to the London Times, will not let co 
her grip 
She will keep an army of occupa­ 
tion on Egyptian soil, will practically control 
the politics, the commerce, the revenues, and, 
in fact, the destinies of that afflicted land. 
She will exact an indemnity in some shape 
and reduce the peoplo to the verge of starva­ 
tion by iniquitous burdens of taxation. 
In 
her great march of progress and enlighten­ 
ment she has enslaved more people and mado 
their slavery more abject 
than auy other 
modern nation. 
But she has accomplished 
these tilings under tho law, and they must of 
necessity bo humane, just and beneficent. 


D O R S E Y ’S “ F R O Z E N T R U T H .'1 


There is little public interest just now in the 
relations existing between General Garfield 
and the managers of the campaign which 
made bim President except in so far as they 
can be made to apply to subsequent event), or 
to point out tho influences under which tho 
dead president acted in trying to harmonize 
and please the leading lights of both sections 
of the Republican party. 
The letter of ex- 
Senator Dorsey, 
a synopsis of which we 
printed yesterday, is giv.cn out now to show 
that Garfield knew the status of affairs in the 
matter of the Star route jobs and that the sub­ 
sequent prosecutions were instigated by the 
adm inistration because of the sentiments 
which the letter contained. 
This is a plau­ 
sible theory at least. 
It is m atter of public knowledge that Brady 
and Dorsey raised by far the larger portion of 
the immense campaign fund, which was used 
to carry Indiana in October, and that they 
raised it by levying on the members of the 
riDg who had been successfully plundering tho 
treasury under Haves. 
It is known that assur­ 
ances were given of immunity, or, at least, 
light sentences and pro forma proceedings, 
against these men in return for their energetic 
efforts and princely contributions. 
G e n ial 
Garfield was personally in communication 
with the Star route ring, as is shown by sev­ 
eral letters he sent to Hubbell, Brady and 
Dorsey. 
The letter which Mr. Hinton, one of the 
clerks at campaign headquarters, printed in 
W ashington yesterday is a plain statem ent of 
the condition of the Stalwart sentiment toward 
Garfield when it became known that W ayne 
MacVcagh aud Thomas L. Jam es were to he 
offered portfolios in the new’ cabinet. 
It also 
shows that Garfield had been in the habit of ! 
consulting and taking counsel with these men. 
“You have repeatedly urged me,” says Mr. 
Dorsey to the presideut-elecr,“to tell you when­ 
ever I should think you were going wrong.” 
This is the kind of advice the good, the gener­ 
ous, the pure Garfield was in the habit of 
taking-from public plunderers. 
Aud Mr. 
Dorsey, it appears, was in tho confidence of 
the other side, for we find him stating their 
wishes thus: “You drop all of this stuff about 
Coukliug. 
He don’t want to fight you or any 
one else. 
He is not prancing around with a 
chip on his shoulder, challenging all man­ 
kind to battle. 
All Mr. Conkling wants, and 
all that General A rthur desires, is a fair show 
aud an honest deal.” 
Mr. Dorsey writes frankly to a man whom 
he knew and whom he evidently had a right 
to address in the terms he used. 
His advice 
was excellent, as subsequent events proved. 
H erald that if the incoming president listened 
to the whisperings of such men as Bliss aud 
Knox, his administration would be a lament- 
able failure. 
I t was. 
“Now I tell you,” he 
says, “and I tell you without a grain of selfish­ 
ness, that you cannot afford to have any fric­ 
tion arise between yourself and Mr. Conkling 
and General Arthur. 
Whenever you deter­ 
mine to assail these men you drive the last 
Bail io j our political cvffiu. 
Ycu cau’t ignore 


them to make peace with Mr. Curtis, W ayne 
MacVeagh and others of that class.” 
If Gar­ 
field had only heeded this warning he might 
be alive today and have his boom tor re-elec­ 
tion well under way. 
Mr. Hinton promises to print some more 
letters of a like nature soon, and to show 
thereby that the Star route prosecutions were 
conceived in malice. 
Somebody ought to see 
him—somebody from tho Ohio Republican 
Association. 


OUR INDIAN DIFFICULTIES. 


Tho Indians are now engaged in the pursuit 
of their regular summer avocation of outbreak­ 
ing, and the army is employed In discouraging 
them and herding them upon the reservations. 
W ithout doubt the raising of hair is a branch 
of agriculiure that should not be encouraged, 
but the advisability of boring holes in every 
redskin who wanders across the surveyed line 
of a reservation is questionable. 
A wise and 
philanthropic government of civilized men has 
made it an offence, however, for a red man to 
roam at large, and regards him aa hostile if he 
manifests any preferences for particular locali­ 
ties. 
About two weeks ago some 200 Piute 
Indians attempted 
to 
make 
their escape 
from 
Yakima 
and 
return 
to 
their old 
hunting grounds in Nevada. 
They sold some 
horses, paid their fare across the Columbia 
river in a ferry-boat, and started south, hut 
were overtaken and compelled to return to the 
reservation, three of the “ringleaders” being 
arrested and held as prisoners. 
They wrote 
to Naches, the Piute chief at Winnemucca, 
that they got very little to eat on the reserva­ 
tion, and were willing to start out afoot for 
Nevada and live on roots and what game and 
fish they could catch on their way home if the 
government would consent to let them go. 
Ihese Indians were peaceable during the Ban­ 
nock war, and were taken to Yakima with the 
surrendered hostiles through a mistake of the 
agents. 
A delegation of Piutes from this place 
visited Washington to intercede for them, and 
Carl Schurz when secretary of tho interior, 
promised to provido means for them to return. 
A year 
ago, Geueral McDowell informed 
Naches that a company of cavalry, which was 
expected to be transferred from W alla-W alla 
to Fort indwell, would escort those of the 
exiles who wished to return through Oregon, 
but the Apache war interfered with that pro­ 
gramme, and the Indians remain at Yakima. 
This is a fair specimen of the manner in 
which the government keeps its promises to 
the Indians, and of the causes which lead to 
Indian outbreak*. 
Aud yet, if these Piutes 
were to insist upon their unquestionable right. 
to go home, and were to forcibly resist any 
attempt to stop them, United States soldiers 
would be sent to shoot them down as hostiles. 


THE SURPLUS. 


In the last days of the session of Congress, 
when the appropriation bills were completed, 
the Republican members of the appropriations 
committees in the Senate and House strove 
with painful effort to explain why the money 
voted away bv the Republicans this year was 
so much in excess of tee sum appropriated by 
the Democrats in the last Congress. 
It was 
an up-hill job, however, so much so that John 
Sherman, whose experience as secretary of the 
treasury has peculiarly fitted bim to under­ 
stand the effect of large appropriations upon 
the revenues of the government, cautiously 
sounded the note of alarm. 
Tho record of 
reckless extravagance made by the Repub­ 
lican representatives will not be made clear to 
tho people until the account of the adminis­ 
tration of the public debt is made up in July 
next, when it will be seen that the surplus ap­ 
plied to the payment of the debt is much 
smaller than in years previous. 
The secretary of the treasury estimated tho 
revenues for the fiscal year at $400,000,000. 
Congress appropriated in the regular hills at 
the session just ended §270,103,225 70, ex­ 
clusive of deficiencies, 
miscellaneous and 
public building appropriations, amounting to 
$24,139,871. 
The permanent 
appropria­ 
tions, which cannot be affected by Congress 
without 
a 
repeal 
of 
the 
law 
under 
which they are made, amount to $126,- 
202,939 22. 
The interest, charge on the 
public debt will amount to $56,000,000 at 
tho lowest estimate. 
Therefore the disburse­ 
ments for the fiscal year (not including de­ 
ficiencies) will be §402,306,164 92, or over 
two millions more than the secretary of the 
treasury estimated the revenues. 
The rev­ 
enues from tho postal service, which will 
amount, it is estimated, to $44,000,000, will, 
so far as can now Le seen, prove the only 
surplus applicable to redemption of the debt. 
Against this sum, however, must bo charged 
a probable deficiency 
ot 
several 
million 
dollars on account of pensions. 
Senator Platt 
of Counecticut, acting chairman of the pen­ 
sions committee, is of the opinion that this 
deficiency will amount to $25,000,000. not­ 
withstanding tho monstrous sum of $100,- 
000,<^0 was voted for the payment of pen­ 
sioner 
during 
the 
fiscal 
year. 
In 
commenting upon the appropriations for tho 
year 
when 
the 
Senate, August 
6, 
was 
debating the conference report on the sundry 
civil hill, Mr. Sherman, disclaiming any in­ 
tention of reflecting upon tho appropriations 
committee, said: “I want to show that the ex­ 
penditures of the government have increased 
largely in the past winch we can control, 
reaching §270,000,000, so that now Hie 
expenditures 
of tho government 
on the 
basis 
of tho 
estimates 
for tho 
perma­ 
nent 
appropriations 
will 
amount 
this 
year 
to 
$401,000,000. 
"W ;i at 
have we 
to meet this?” 
Again Mr. Sherman said r “I 
can only say that when I estimated the sur­ 
plus at $50,000,000 iu the beginning of the 
debate on the tax hill I seem to have exceeded 
the amount that would probably be realized, 
although it is to be considered that all theso 
appropriations are not usually paid. 
Thero 
are Balances remaining on all oi them in 
the 
public 
treasury 
at 
the 
close 
of 
the 
year, 
and 
the 
revenues, 
I 
trust, 
will be somewhat larger thau were estimated 
by the secretary of the treasury. 
But, after 
all,the magnificent surplus we bad last year is 
fast fading away.”

WTiere Sherman Was Beaten 
at His Own Game. 


Throe moody Repulses of Logan, 
Howard and Palmer. 


A Flank M ovem ent—Johnston Re* 
treats to the C hattahoochee.

Sherman had drawn a loug breath, and when 
the iun came up on the m orning of June 27 he 
was ready for a movement. 
It is curious to watch Hie play of one army seek­ 
ing to out-manocuvre another. There is marching 
and counterwnarching to deceive the enemy. Bat­ 
teries In position here at dark are quietly run off 
to another under cover of darkness. 
Brigades 
mane a dash here and 
m ere and are gone. 
Divisions found 
in 
battle 
line 
at 
sunrise 
are m arching 
across 
the 
fields 
an 
hour 
later. 
The object of one Is to cenfuse and 
surprise. The object of the other is to guard 
and be ready. 
It is iike a game of chess, and 
yet it is not. 
This manoeuvring of war Is like a 
fierce tiger playing to get Its victim off Its guard. 
The tiger creeps softly through jungles, sye- 
giarlng and teeth revealed, and there is a breast­ 
work to stop it. It drags itself over miry swamps, 
and its growl of anticipation is answered by the 
roar of cannon. 
It akulks across fields at mid­ 
night, and if It finds its victim unprepared the 
great claw* rend and tear, and the horrid teeth 
take bold with vengeance. 
Sherman was the tiger—Johnston the victim. 
The tiger roared in the pine woods, growled in 
the lonely swamp, showed its teeth on the de­ 
serted highways shaded bv the dark forest. Fifty 
men died bere—thirty there—twenty here—ten 
there—that was nothing. 
In ten minutes after 
the dirt covered them they were forgotten, and 
the tiger’s thirst for blood'was greater than be­ 
fore. 
A n d now the game was to begin. 


Sherm an f i n d Frowned anil R o a r e d 
and growled along Joh n sto n ’s whole front, and 
lf the victim had closed his eyes in sleep for an 
bour it was to be awakened by the cat-like steps 
ot the hungry tiger surveying his front. 
Scho­ 
field was ordered to move forward and show his 
teeth. 
He found csvalrv in his front, a part dis­ 
mounted. Toe rude breastwork which the dis­ 
mounted men li.nl thrown up stands there today 
almost as they left It, and ten years more will find 
It the same. 
The tiger was feeling tor Hood’s 
flank. 
Hood realized it and his front was a line 
of fire. 
The Federals advanced foot by foot, and 
when they had Hood’* line under their noses they 
Intrenched. 
They had found Hood’s flank. 
He 
could extend it half a mile more bv forming a 
Single line of D&ttle with his last brigade, but 
Schofield still had three brigades to spare. Now 
Hie tiger was an octopus, and one of bis long 
arms lelt its way dow n the Sandfown road. W ien 
It bad found Hood's last man it would swing in 
behind him and creep down tue line, taking Hoed 
In flank. 
From where Howard’s men formed in columns 
»f assault to the first Confederate works is not 
more than 600 yards. The Federal troops could 
not ne seen on account of the thickets, but they 
could be plainly beard, and the men behind the 
breastworks weru ready and waiting. There was 
a sharp artillery fire along this front for twenty 
minutes before the Confederate pickets were 
driven in, hut it did not result in tne loss of a 
•ingle life. 
I talked with several Confederates 
who were at the front, and each one to d the same 
Story. 
Tons upon tons of solid shot and shell were 
hurled at the m ountain side, hut struck the trees 
end rocks And resulted in nothing further than 
C entralizing some ut tbe men who bad not been 
nuder lire before. 


O n e W h s T r a v e r s e * the Sides o f K e n n e s a w 
today will find where the pines were split and the 
rocks shat ered by this artillery fire, but tne men 
down behind the works were aa safe as the women 
of Marietta In their homes. 
All along tbe front against which Howard was 
to advance tbe Confederate works were protected 
by abatis. 
An abatis is a aeath-trap to add to 
th e horrors of war. 
In some cases it is a slash­ 
ing. 
Trees are fallen criss-cross, tbe smaller 
branches trimmed out, and he who approaches 
m ust have the activity of a panther to wriggle 
through and climb over. 
An abatis of this sort 
cannot be passed by a hunter left free to m ske his 
'way without a detention of from ten to fifteen 
minutes. 
What, then. must such an obstruction 
be to a column of st sault, tbe men loaded down 
■will) accoutrements and a murderous fire being 
poured Into their faces at a range of IOO feet? 
in other cases to - abatis is formed of sharp­ 
ened sticks and rails and limbs, ode end made 
fa st in the earth just in front <•! the works, 
Die other sharpened aud pointed to such an 
Angle as 
would strike a man's 
breast. 
To 
reach the works behind the assaulters must pass 
this obstruction or tear it away, and they must 
work under the deadly aim of toe men d-feeding 
Die works. 
It was only in rare instances during 
tb e war th at an 
arati* was carried. 
Gordon 
carried Hie one before Fort Steadman at l ’eters- 
burg, but he had armed 300 men with axes to 
chop it away, and ma assault was made under 
C o v er of darkness and tell like a thunderbolt. 
Howard’s column advanced with great, enthu­ 
siasm, driving i i i the Confederate skirmisher* and 
pickets ail along tbe front; but

they found an abatis in their front. 
Then, for ten 
minutes, war became slaughter. 
The blue-coats

was on Howard'* front, and he replied: 
“ It Is the worst position iii widen you can put a 
man.

Bf cartridges and J had them in a heap on the 
ground beside me. On my part of the line we 
pad a log on the crest ot the breastworks.

The dead were so thick that they lay plied upon 
each other and stream s of blood could bo traced 
for ten feet. 
Men b»d been hit by three or four 
bullets, and there wa* hardly a borty which did 
not preterit a ghastly B ight.

in the bark of a tree, 200 feet behind this knoll, 
a Federal soldier’s belt plate. 
The explosion of a 
shell must have toro him to fragments and sent 
ttist plate to the spot where it wa* found. 
Toe longer Palmer remained the hotter grew 
the tire, and, like Logan and Howard, he a* length 
sounded the retreat. He bad done all that scorn-

Schultz of Raymond street jail in Brook’yn, be­ 
fore dawn on the morning th a t Jam es F. Walsh 
was hanged, set up a pitiful howl, such as it had 
never been known to utter before, several gentle­ 
men, who were seated upon the granite steps of 
the front of the building waiting for the night to 
pass away, almost 
simultaneously 
exclaimed, 
“That means death.” 
There was a solemnity in 
the utterance, says the New York Sun, which in­ 
dicated th a t they were all not wholly disposed to 
laugh 
at 
the superstition. 
Tbe conversation 
turned upon f o l k - l o r e , and every man bad some 
old saws at his toughs’* end. 
“ I mean to watch 
when Walsh is banged,” said one, “ to see whether 
it is true th a t the soul goes out of a dying mon in 
the shape of a bird. I once knew a man who, 
when he was about to die, had ad tho door* un­ 
fastened in the house and all the boxes opened.” 
“ That’s an old 
sunerstitlon,” said another. 
“ The belief is m at there are devils as well as 
engels in purgatory, aud if toe d* Tbs cot the soul 
first they would cram It behind the hinges of a 
door or box, to that whenever the door or box-lld 
was opened or shut tbe soul would be tormented. 
I have heard old Irish women account for squeak­ 
ing doors this way. 
It is common in some parts 
of the country to take the prec union to open the 
doors so th a t the dying person’s spirit may have 
an easy exit. 
In the west of England and down 
on the southern coast of this country they throw 
open tho windows.” 
“ The Jew s,” said another, “ pour out all the 
water in any vessel th at is lilied. 
I have heard it 
said that they believe that 
T h e A n g e l o f B e a t h W a s h e s H I* S w o r d 
ju st after a person dies.” 
“ I have heard,” said the first speaker, “that 
about five minutes after death you can see tbe 
soul go out of the body, aud th at it looks like 
steam, and Is blue in color.” 
“ Death comes hard, it is said, under a cross 
beam ,” said another, after referring to the gal­ 
lows within th e jail. 
“ I heard, when a boy, or a 
man woo was dying, and for two or three days he 
seemed to lie just at the point of death and yet 
unable to die. They found that his bed was un­ 
der a cross beam In the house, and when they 
moved it out lie died in peace.” 
“ What is the death tick, or doath watch?” 
asked one of the party. 
“ i t ’s the sound like the ticking of a w a tc h that 
comes it I* said before the hour of death. 
Lots of 
people say they have heard it in oak beams, 
especially in old country houses; hut I think It is 
the sound or the ticking of a watch rendered 
more audible bv the stillness of the room.” 
“ Well, if a woman should whistle now and a 
hen should crow after that dog has howled, I sup­ 
pose we would all begin to believe th a t this was 
an unlucky Friday.” 
“Or if we should see a magpie. You know they 
say: 
‘One for sorrow; two for mirth, 
Three for a wedding; four for death.’ 
“ There are probably more superstitious persons 
among prisoners than any other class that comes 
together.” said the prison official.

here with ail sorts of charm s about their neck*.

cheeked girls, many pretty, all interesting, are 
here learning to devote their lives and earn their 
living by nursing patients afflicted with every 
form of disease. 
They aro members or the Train­ 
ing School for Nurses. 
Every year from this 
school graduate a class who go out into the world 
with a professional calling as im portant and re­ 
sponsible as th a t of tho physician. 
Their essays 
read on these 
occasions would 
become any 
college 
in tne 
land. 
They 
deal with 
the 
various phases of 
one subject, th at 
of 
the 
proper care of the sick. 
How and when they 
should be fed, and what their food should be; 
what should be tbe nurse's bearing in tne sick 
chamber; w hat remedies or treatm ent should bo 
adopted in case of emergency or a crisis, when 
a regular physician is not accessible or at band, 
and a thousand m atters pertaining to their re­ 
sponsible occupation. 
They spend two years in 
this hospital. 
These are girls of good education, 
gentle and refined in their manners. 
They are 
fast supplanting the Bary Gampish nurse of old, 
the woiiiau of forbidding mein and coarse m a n ­ 
ners and gin, 
Bom of Die best people of New 
York City are always present at these “ Com­ 
m encements.” 
Not alway* the political m ag n ates 
who have charge of the entire system of “ chaii- 
ties Sud correction.” 
They have other business. 
They may he attending political conventions at 
Albany or Chicago or looking atter the primaries. 
'Jhese"nurses wear a prescribed uniform. 
Black 
dress, white apron and a white “ flag” or bead 
covering. Go into these wards and you will see

you will see them attending steadily to duties 
amid scenes on which your eye cannot long rest 
w ithout a feeling of repulsion.

Two last spring were down 
with typhus conli acted from patients. 
Both re­ 
covered. 
I saw one of Diem iii the crisis of thi* 
dread disease. 
She lay in a special tent pitched 
on the green behind tbe hospital. 
Her cheeks 
were flushed with the raging fever, and her eye. as 
it momentarily turned toward me, showed tho 
indifference of distress to time, place or situs- 
Don. 
The d u e t of the medical staff was with 
me. 
“ Every subordinate in the hospital,” said 
be, “ is interested in lier case. 
She is one of our 
family." 
All about were teuti, some large, some 
small, filled with typhus or small-pox patients. 
Many of these were the pauper sick. 
Some next 
day would ne in their rough, unpainted coffins.

Officially, the-.© stenches, or rather tho 
cotniiined atmospheric result of this combination 
of stenches, have been abolished.

Nastiness covers all the hanks, all Die rock*, and 
is all abroad in the air. 
It is a marsh, miles in 
extent, half reclaimed, having stag n an t pools of 
slush alternating with low-.ylng, garbage-filled 
lots. This is tile "calef starting point by rail (lur­ 
ing the sum m er tor Rockaway aud Coney island, 
and through this Styx for one mile a m i a half 
thousands of tue 
miserabilia of

Parallel 
with 
the 
railroad 
is

This is one of our great local ports 
of entry for the dead. 
Loug’Is)and City is permanently bankrupt; its 
Mayor has recently been arrested for troubling 
tiro city finances; its policemen live largely on 
trust and promises; Its firemen are partially dis­ 
banded, and have “ turned iii tbe tongues” of their 
machines bccausa they aro uot paid. 
In its 
suburbs IS “ 131i*sviUe,” renowned as 
T h e S w ill-M ilk i*«t*tiiraire o f N e w Y o r k , 
the home of diseased stall-fed cows arid a resort 
for robbers, roughs and ruffians. 
Passing Die foot of Sixteenth stroet, here is 
Bellevue Hospital and tho Morgue. 
The inside 
history of tiro** New York ch iritable ln s'iu n io n s 
has never been wlitten. 
There is ii cia** here, 
and not a Bu all o h o , tn a t burden the benevolence 
ol this town, who should support tnem-olves. 
They are versed in all the way* and mean* of g e t­ 
ting L d uud cared for by tne cite. 
They know all 
the technicalities aud ioriuslitie* of this relief 
system. 
I know ot one young woman woo, being 
leg dly married aud near t;*o period of lier con­ 
finement, deliberately represented herself at the 
proper bureau as single, in order to obtain adm it­ 
tance to the lying-in hospital. 
Had sue sworn to 
a husband she could not have gained admittance, 
Thither she went, and to her was there born a 
child with the supposed stain of illegitimacy 
upon It.

more than 2000. 
it contains a most distressed and rum-shackle 
menagerie o f wild and tam e animals, whose mis­ 
ery is so apparent th at Bergh, the horse hum ani­ 
tarian, advised Die other day th a t they either be 
turned looso or killed for pure hum anity’* -ake. 
It contains an old stone, brought from Egypt, 
and presented to the city by the richest man in 
America, being typical in Chian ■** and heaviness 
of his own head.

P o rtland, A ugust 7.—Tise following is tile full 
text of Governor lTaisted’s letter of acceptance: 
HAMOCK. August 4, 1882. 
Hon. Ilion Bradbury, lion. John C. Talbot, hon. 
IC. Stone, c lUiinliteo: 
G e m LEMEN—I ani in re c e ip t of your letter 
of July 11, officially notifying me of my unanimous 
nomination as candidate for governor by the 
Democratic State Convention, held ai Lewiston, 
aud requesting my acceptance. 
This nomination has come to me entirely un­ 
expected. 
Not being a member of tho Demo­ 
cratic organization, I bad uo right to solicit it; 
Indeed, I did not expect or desire it unless ten­ 
dered to me freely as the voluntary act of the 
convention in obedience to the sentim ent and 
wishes of the Democratic voters. 
Believing It 
was so tendered, I therefore accept it as a nomi­ 
nation coming from the people, with a high ap­ 
preciation of the honor conferred. 
Five years ago the Democracy of Maine trusted 
me untried and gave me their support, generous 
and effective,upon no pledge or promise of reward 
from me if elected beyond the servo es which 
under Providence I m ight be able to render to the 
•whole people of the State, 
Now, after full trial, 
it is to me a source of g ratitu d e as well as pride 
th a t you are pleased to say “ th at coiinaenoe was 
not misplaced 
but has 
been confirmed aud 
strengthened by a faithful and foarie-s perform­ 
ance of your fluidic duties under circumstances 
of unusual em barrassm ent.” 
But I should liaruiv 
claim credit, under any circumstances for tho 
fearli ss performance O' duty in ti e execution of 
a high public trust. 
Ho is the tearless one who 
dares violate such a duty. 
No right thinking 
mind possesses tile courage to do it, tor what 
evil is there which man cannot face or fly I rom 
except the consciousness of duty is violated. 
Next the all controlling authority of the people, 
th e preservation of our government is in the 
bands of those who adm inister it. 
Recognizing 
this truth in the discharge of niv public duties, I 
have oeen, to the best of my abilities, faithful to 
my obligations, faithful to Hie constitution and 
laws of the St ite and the in te lests of tho people. 
Iii the conflict with the council my sworn duty 
required of me to m aintain the rights and pre­ 
rogatives of Hie executive, and I could not prove 
tin (an Ii fill to th a t suprem e obligation without 
incurring universal contem pt and the execration 
of all good citizens. 
You do not overestimate 


T h . I m p o rt an c e of the Minto Issues. 
Ills scarcely possible to overestimate their im­ 
portance. 
The issue raised by the council as to 
the powers aud duties of the executive is no less 
than an issue with the constitution itself. 
The council have sought to dictate appoint­ 
ments to office. 
A large num ber or im portant 
offices, State, county and municipal, are tow 
vacant, and have been vacant for a long time, 
some of them more than a year, because Hie 
executive would not yield to the dictation of the 
council and nominate men of their choice rather 
than of his own. 
The position of tile council as 
to all existing vacancies is well defined Iu the fol­ 
lowing copy of the record in one case:

T he nomination of 
Mr. True is rejected, many times rejected, not on 
the score of qualifications; and the office remains 
Vacant lo this day because the Governor would 
not viola to the pretensions of the coupon and 
allow them to make the appointment.

Since March 8. To fill the vacancy, Hon. Everett 
Sm ith was nominated, but 


l i e j f c t e d b y t he Council, 
and repeatedly, though indorsed for Ins em inent 
fitness by hundreds of petitioners, with such 
well-known names as Congressman Reed, Judge 
Webb, W. W. Thomas, J. H. Drummond, Stanley 
T. Fullin, F. N. Dow and some 200 others of Fore­ 
land, ana Mayor Vickery aim ninety other Re­ 
publican voters of Augusta. 
Rejected because 
Hie Governor would not nominate the choice of 
th e council, Mr. Stilwell. 
And so of all nominations by the Governor to 
fill existing vacancies in other offices, viz.: Two 
sheriffs, three clerks of courts, two county attor­ 
neys, one register of deeds, two municipal court 
judges, and one justice of toe Supreme Judicial 
Court.

the time, which went the rounds of the Republi­ 
can papers in Maine: 
“ The Senate has a right to reject the nomina­ 
tion of an improper or unfit person. 
But, as be­ 
tween proper and fit men. it has no right what­ 
ever to usurp the President's po wer of choice. 
Senators know th a t tho people will not sustain 
them in trying thus to strip the President of part 
of the power which the people have entrusted 
to 
him. 
They 
can 
foresee 
tho 
public 
indignation which will arise lf senators attem pt 
to set themselves as masters of the people and of 
the people's president, hence when it appears 
th a t any nominee of the President is a proper 
and worthy man, senators will not venture to as­ 
sert, by voting against him, that the appointing 
power belongs to them and not to tho President.” 
Garfield lost his life a m artyr to that principle. 
He could not yield his free and untrammelled 
right to nominate meu of his own choice. 
Mr. 
Blaine iii his groat eulogy tells us: “ The late 
president,” he said, “solemnly believed th a t tho 
true prerogatives of the executive were involved 
in the issue which pad been raised, and th a t he 
would be unfaithful to his supreme obligation if 
Le failed to maintain, in all their vigor, the con­ 
stitutional rights and dignities of his great office.” 
Aside from Pts firm adherence to that principle) 
What title or claim has the late president to 


T h e C l ai m o f M a r l y r d n m l 
To be a martyr, one m ust dio for something, 
something worth dying for, a great principle or 
cause which future generations have an interest 
in. In battling for the “ true prerogatives of Hie 
executive” he was defending the constitution of 
his country, no less than when battling against 
ibe armed attem pt to overthrow it. The Repub­ 
lican party in this State, the party of Blaine, has

They advised toe Guvet nor to draw a warrant 
in favor of themselves tor tho am ount of their 
pay-roll in favor of the reform school (on apl Boa­ 
tion of its treasurer to one of tile councillors', 
for $3000 In favor of the treasurer of til- State fur 
$50,000 to p y an instalment of th * St ite debt 
and then a ijourned to a certain .lac in September. 
At the next session of the council exiled by ms 
I asked Hie “ advice” of the council 
lo draw 
these w arrants iii favor of toe reform school and 
State treasurer, but the council refused so to 
advise, and pei stated in their refusal to the end 
of the year, when the money lapsed int > tho 
treasury", and the reform school thus lost 80000 
of its appropriation for 1881. 
Tbs constitution declares th at there shall he a 
council of seven pencils, “ to advise the governor 
in the executive part of government, whom tho 
governor snub have full power at bis discretion to 
assemble, and lie, with his councillors, or a 
rn ijority of them, may from time to time hold aud 
he p a council.” Full power is thus given to m e 
govsrnur al his discretion to “ assemble” his 
council! rs aud to “ hoi i and Keep a council,” and 
as a consequence to adjourn it at his pleasure, if 
the council can dictate tho sessions the governor 
is obliged to meet with them, and lie is powerless 
to “assemble” Hmm, for they can remain in con­ 
tinuous Hesston or a ijouru from time to time, and 
thus compel his attendance. 
I have been stoutly abused by tli9 organs of the 
Republican party because I could not recognize 
tho legality of these proceedings of the council 
and their right to dictatu the sessions of tho 
Governor and council, and thereby virtually ab ­ 
dicate my office. 
While the President was eulo­ 
gized by" Mr. Blaine and his party organs iii this 
State, and applauded by the whole country for 
the firm aunrt he took in defence of his preroga­ 
tives, the Governor of Maine is violently assailed, 
traduced ami vilified because he would faithfully 
m aintain the constitutional prerogatives of bis 
office and not subm it to the baldest usurpation of 
his executive power by his councillors. 
The Republican State Convention assumed to 
dictate wiinm the Governor shall nominate for 
the vacant judgeship. 
Toe nomination is purely 
an executive act, the solo act of tho executive anil 
completely voluntary. 
I lie Governor nominates 
Mr. Putnam , Mr. (/.leave*, hut “ no” sate the Re­ 
publican State Convention, we will not have 
either, though we admit them to be 
C o m p e te n t anil F it te d to A d o rn Anv H ooch, 
State or national. 
Judge Libby is our choice, we 
nominate him. The Governor must do our bin­ 
ding. 
He has no rights which Republicans are 
bouud to respect, nor have tho people of this 
State, who elected bim. 
Could pretension go 
further? Step by step their whole course the 
’council has been indorsed aud defended by their 
party organs, and has been fully indorsed’ by the 
Republican party iu the action of their State con­ 
vention, 
in their platform expressly, and in 
t king the chairman ol the council as their candi­ 
date for governor.

There shall ho a council of seven 
members to auvise the governor in the executive 
part of government. Tills is toe scope of their 
authority under the constitution, lo advise him

power. 
'Hie 
Council is not part even of 
the 
appointing 
power, pardoning 
power or 
power to draw 
a warrant, where they have a qualified negative 
upon the governor. They may advise bim to 
draw a w arrant on the treasury, but he is not 
bound by this advice. 
He may at his discretion 
draw th warrant or not for Hie whole or any 
part. 
So they may advise a pardon of one or 
more convicts, and” it is In the discretion of the 
governor to pardon or not, aud if lie grant m e 
pardon it is his own act solely, and the whole 
responsibility is his. 
It the governor makes a nomination and the 
person nominated is conflr i.ed by the council, 
such person is not thereby appointed. 
I t la O ptional W ith th o U overnar 
w hether be will appoint bim or not. 
He is then 
free to cfh so, and if he makes the anpointm cnt 
it is hts sole act, and he alone is responsible for 
it. The governor nominates, appoints and com­ 
missions all executive acts, and each wholly aud 
exclusively ids own. 
He is limited in ids appoint­ 
ments to a certain class o' persons qualified so to 
speak by the assent of toe council. 
I he passive 
a>sent of Hie council is not an executive act, only 
advisory, and wholly performed between the nom­ 
ination and appointment. 
As to appointments to office the Constitution or 
Hie U lied .states is identified with t hat of Maine. 
Both read: “ Heshi.ll nominate and, with the ad­ 
vise and consent of the 8cnate[Couneil] appoint.” 
The United States Court in the celebrated case of 
Marbury vs. Madison says that the Constitution 
contemplates three distinct acts, viz.: 
1. I be nomination. This is tho nolo act of the 
President and is completely voluntary. 
2. Tne appointment. Tula is also the sole act of 
tho president, and is also a voluntary act. tbougn 
it can be only performed by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 
3. Tho commission. 
As to the point decided 
in this case Jud g e Story says: “That upon the 
fullest consideration tile court were of opinion 
th a t until the commission has been signed by the 
president, tne direction of the presinent may he 
received by him as to the appointm ent.” 
If the council had no p .r to f Hie appointing 
power or pardoning power, to draw warrants 
when they do have a qualified uogative upon the 
governor, upon what ground can it be fairly 
claimed with any show of reason th at they are 
pa. t of tho executive Dower? 
H ie truth ta, under our constitution, there is on 
such body as a governor and council; each has irs 
powers, rights and duties and when each acts 
within Us own proper sphere as prescribed by 
the constitution there is ana Olin be no conflict, 
b ut harmony only. 
The people of Maine had dyed under the con­ 
stitution of Massachusetts aud naturally enough 
modeled their Constitution after 
th a t of the 
parent State. 
T h e y R eta in e d t h e Council, 
b ut departed from the model in one im portant 
particular. 
In 
Massachusetts 
in 
casa 
of 
a 
vacancy 
in 
tho 
office 
of 
governor 
and 
of 
lieutenant-governor, 
the 
executive 
power of the State was 
deVblvea 
upon and 
exercised by the council. 
But the framers of o u r 
constitution 
provided 
that,

ernor, 
the 
office 
should 
devolve 
upon 
the president «.f the Senate, if no president of 
the Senate, then upon the speaker of the House, 
and it no speaker, then the secretary of state 
should call the Senate together th at a president 
m ight he chosen to fill the office. In no event can 
the executive power of the State, or any part of 
it, devolve upon the council, so careful were the 
fram ers of our constitution to guard against the 
evils of a “ divided executive.” 
The Republican party is controlled by a politi­ 
cal machine, greased and kept in running order 
with money obtained in.rn the public treasury at 
the expense of the people. 
The spoils system is 
the sum of all villainies rn American politics. 
It 
controls caucuses, conventions and legislatures. 
The question of supreme Importance with the Re­ 
publican managers is, “ How are the departm ents 
doing?” 
lienee the profligate expenditure of 
public moneys, Tor the greater the expenditures 
the greater the returns from the “departm ents,” 
returns from the Star route thieves aud favored 
monopolies, the creatures and pillars of tho Re­ 
publican party.

with no rights under the constitution which 
Reput.dean managers are hound to respect, is 
not to be perm itted to exercise tho ordinary func­ 
tions of his office. Can anything Petter be ex­ 
pected ot such party managers than to resort to 
bribery at tile polls and in Hie legislative nails, 
and then unblushingly reward the briber with the 
s p o ts of office from the pubic treasury? 
While toe masses of tile Kepui.llcau party arn 
honest, fair-minded and patriotic, tho spirit of 
Hug rule is the spirit of quarter-deck despotism, 
and lawless, intolerant, proscriptive, vindictive.

c ticks .‘ill not l e c h the pocket* of the people. 
Discounts will not be more easily obtained, nor 
will lute. ast he lower. I he sole benefit will accrue 
to the»e moneyed institutions in relieving them of 
un inconvenience rather than a burden, for these 
reserved aud undivided profits n..w am ount lo 
about one hundred and fifty millions. . If the gov­ 
ernm ent dm not need a revenue for current ex­ 
penses the tax might have been let a d o d aud 
applied to the reduction of the national debt.

The Great Western

lier 
history has been au eventful us well as a success­ 
ful one. 
Site Hist appeared on the Atlantic 
about forty years ago, as one of the Blackball 
packet line, "plying between Liverpool and New 
York. She was the wonder of the seas at that 
time, 
when

800 
ton 
vessels 
were considered large, and her great size su r­ 
prised all who saw lier. 
Crowds gathered around 
the docks when she was in port, and gazed with 
admiration at her towering spars and vast hull.

Makarius, the head of the Russian religion 
a tter the Emperor, and consequently the second 
chief of the realm, is still a deep mystery.

It will

wrote a letter to 
Alexander III., ear­ 
nestly begging him to change hi.* present mode 
of life for one more in keeping with his dignified 
position as Emperor, and especially to show him­ 
self more frequently in public. 
His majesty an­ 
swered the prelate, telling him that biB letter beg­ 
ging Ins sovereign to mix constantly with hissun- 
jects, at a timo when to do so, owing to the cruel 
"and persistent plots ot the Nihilists, was equiva­ 
lent to exposing himself to certain death, seemed 
to be more the production of a Nihilist pen than 
th a t of a loyal subject aud a prelate. 
Mgr. Ma­ 
karius made no answer to the Czar, and the affair 
would m"Bt certainly have been forgotten by this 
time had not a curious incident lately occurred 
which brought the whole affair into publicity 
ag tin. 
Among the 
numerous 
arrests 
which 
were made among the Nihilists at the epoch 
or Ignatieff's leaving office there happened to he 
a woman in whose effects was found a valuable 
comb of gold and precious stones, which was 
recognized os the one given to .Mgr. Mak trios by 
Alexander ii. 
The woman, on being questioned, 
acknowledged to having had criminal relations 
with til;.t prelate, and C o n fe s se d to having taken 
the comb troin bim. Upon the Em peror’s being in­ 
formed of all this lie sent a telegram to the arcn- 
mauqrite asking him to explain the secret rela­ 
tions existing between him end this Nihilist 
woman. This placed the prelate in a very awk­ 
ward position; for, even supposing him to tie ig­ 
norant of the woman’s revolutionary character, 
ho was found guilty of openly sinning against his 
vow of chastity. 
However this may lie, the next 
morning lie was toited dead. 
Ail evil rumors 
were bushed up as much as possible. How much 
tru th there is in this story I cannot say; but, con­ 
tra! y to all previous customs, Mgr. Makarios bas 
already a successor. 


E c c e n t r i c K i n g L u d w i g . 
The latest freak of th a t eccentric monarch, Lud­ 
wig of Bavaria, was manifested in his attendance 
at the performance of “ Parsifal” at Bayreuth. It 
was officially announced th a t he would leave 
Castle Berg on July 26, at 2 in the afternoon. In­ 
stead, however, he stole away, to avoid the much- 
hated public demonstration, on July 25 at 3.30 in 
the morning! Travelling by special train, ho did 
not go direct to Bayreuth, but stopped in an open 
field, some dl-tance from the town, and alighted 
a t the little cabin of a track-wa'ker, from which, 
hastily and nil unnoticed by the public, be made 
bis way to his lodge, fitly termed “ The Her­ 
mitage.”

Tho correspondent goos on to state that those 
who have lung lived in tho neighborhood sa*- th a t 
“ Dr.” Wilson tir*t became known in Uxbridge 
when lie was a youth of 19. 
He wa* born near 
East Thompson, Conn., about twenty miles dis­ 
tant. 
His t Hilly was sn poor that he went to 
school oui.' a very short time, and wa* compelled 
to sm it for Idiusalf, drifting into Whitinsville, 
which has somo small mills.

F o r is T i m e H e S e r v e d n a tx S t a b l e R o y 
on one of the side streets, and then, when bis em ­ 
ployer, a Mr. George W. Smith, died, he entered 
the little cotton factory which gives the chief 
employment to the residents of North Uxbridge, 
a small hamlet between Whitinsville and this 
village. There he worked a few nionins as a 
cotton spinner, and was finally promoted to be a 
“ second 
hand,” 
receiving 
wages 
a m o u n t­ 
ing to $1 75 per day. 
One or the owners 
of the Uxbridge Cotton Mill nappers to rem em ber 
bim from the tact that he took charge of the mill 
in 1873, and, being In waul of so e'oodv to nurse 
some fever-stnckeu operatives, employed the first 
person who would accept Hie office. 
So young 
Wilson left the management of the loom to others 
and look hts position in tim sick chamber. 
It so 
happened th at lie never returned to tile mill again, 
but after the patients had recovered ho left tho 
settlem ent to better Ids fortune.*. 
His departure 
was not altogether unretracted, for he loft be­ 
hind a number of unpaid Mils, among them, it is 
said, one for board due Mr. I). Ii. Engley, the 
same man who now sues him for $50,OOO damages 
for the seduetion of his daughter. 
Up to this 
tune there certainly wa* nothing about Wilson’s 
history or ills ev ry-day life that was uot marked ly 
commonplace. 
Within two years from Hie date of 
disappearance young Wilson one day suddenly 
visited North L’xbridge. Tills was in 1875.

was well dre*8ed, had apparently pleuty of money, 
burned up those to whom ne owed money, paid 
them in full, and spent without stint.

came to be regarded as those of a first-class liar, 
and lie was regarded with suspicion. Some stories 
about the man linked his name with the m anu­ 
facture of counterfeit coin, aud it is even asserted, 
on w hat seems to be good authority, that the 
“ llv-cops" of tee government were placed upon 
bis track and dogged his steps for weeks and 
even mouths, 
ll the secret service men over 
did discover Anything to his discredit thev kept it 
to themselves, and he never was arrested on 
any charges of corrupting his country’s cur­ 
rency, 
It is a tact th a t two detectives fol­

m ovements like cats for a year, 
never losing sight el him many hours at a time. 
Tills w s after a small botel which he was man­ 
aging at Brass Knoll burned down—an incident 
which brought Insurance funds into his posses­ 
sion—and after Hie Uxbridge Savings Bank was 
mysteriously entered by burglars and its safe blown 
open and robbed of a small amount of money.

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Soon atter returning from this mysterious trip, 
he bought some vacaot lots in North Uxbridge 
and built a bouse, where be lived as the husband 
of H attie E nglct, who now sues him for $50,000 
d a m a g e for broach of promise or marriage.

built two other houses, conducted a sale arid 
livery stable for a while, and acquired some repu-r 
ta tm ti as a veterinary surgeon, whence his sobri­ 
quet of “ Doctor.” 
Wilson developed a trait in 
connection with his real estate ventures which 
has never left him, aud probably never will, so 
long as he has money with which to humor his 
whims.

Reputable 
gentian! en say they have seeu him show his ban k ­ 
book when on the train from Worcester to Ux- 
liriuge, and th at it contained credit for deposits of 
such sums as $40,000, $50,000, even as high as 
$60,000. Until six months ago he kent large bank 
balances in the Blackstone National B auk la Ux­ 
bridge. 
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and, w ithdrawing his money, he placed it on de­ 
posit in Providence aud in the Whitinsville Bank, 
about three miles from his Uxbridge residence. 
Two years ago he presented to the Blackstone 
Bank ach e c k tor $3000, drawn by Mr. Philip L. 
Moen of Worcester. 
Tne officers were iii some 
doubt about cashing p a p e^ fo r such a large sum 
and telegraphed Mr. Moen to know if It was all 
right. 
The 
answer came 
Pack:

checks in my name presented by Levi Wilson.”

every Wisconsin poem is wortli more than $600, 
b ut there are exceptions, aud the opinion of the 
autnor on the point is not always unbiased. The 
great and constantly growing demand in Chicago 
and 
other 
literary 
centres 
for 
Wisconsin 
poems 
is 
bo 
likely 
to 
cause 
professional 
criminals 
to 
engage 
iii 
the 
business 
of 
stealing 
them 
th at 
some 
trustworthy 
method of ascertaining their exact market value 
m ould be established. 
In Wisconsin the law 
clearly defines the difference between petit aud 
grand larceny. 
While to steal some Wisconsin 
poems would unquestionably come under tho lat­ 
ter head, the purloining of others m ight properly 
be classed under tile former. To prevent any in­ 
justice and at tne same lime to render it certain 
that the man wuo carries away a rare poem shall 
be furnished with the severity lits crime deserves, 
well-regulated Wisconsin courts should ruler the 
valuation of the production to a committee o! lit­ 
terateurs competent to pass judgm ent, 
if every 
poet is to be permitted to settle the value of 
his verses it will he possible to send a man, whose 
fondness for them may l'*»d him to obtain pos­ 
session of them feloniously, to prison for life. 
A 
m an may occasionally steal a Wisconsin poem 
worth not more than filtut n cents, and to commit 
him to the penitentiary for a long term of years 
merely because the author considers his verses 
worth the usual rates would bo manifest injus­ 
tice. 
On tim oilier band, a person making off 
witli an ode worth many thousands of dollars 
would ne held responsible for his crime and pun­ 
ished accordingly. 
With some such equitable 
rule ss this in force Wisconsin poets wmuid not 
be afraid to travel alone as is now the case.

Since tho death of Jam es Thomson, Hie author 
of Hie “City of Dreadful N ight,” writes the Lon­ 
don correspondent of the Philadelphia Evening 
Telegraph, he and his works have probably at­ 
tracted rnoro attention th an during his lifetime. 
The Fortnightly Review lately contained a Very 
good article upon Hie dead freethinking poet. 
As is generally known, Mr. Thomson was an 
“ advanced” freethinker, 
and a 
keen though 
retiring radical in politics. 
His was 
not Hie 
seif-assertive nature of tne platform type. 
He 
was modest 
and 
retiring to a degree, 
aud 
never th ru st his opinions forward 
atter the 
fashion of d iaries Bradlaugh. 
A friend of 
mine who knew Thomson well informs mo that, 
although Bradlaugh was actually fixed in his 
atheistical opinion* by the dead poet, Hie latter 
never liked bis pupil, whose coarse, blatant style, 
offended Thomson’s more retinea tastes, 
it is 
not- generally knowu how the two men came to­ 
gether, but I may state th at Thomson was school­ 
m aster to the cavalry regiment widen Hie future 
“ iconoclast” joined as a private soldier. 
Al­ 
though Jam es Thomson’s personal sweetness of 
character and rare abilities made him many 
friends. I am sorry to say th at his death was actu­ 
ally caused by starvation. There are scores of 
people 1 ho would have been univ too glad to nave 
assisted him had tliev known his position, but ne 
shrank from applying to any oue.
